Failure to punish for crime encourages the “pisto] toter,” and the “pistol 
toter” is the incipient murderer and assassin. His temporary immunity 
breeds his kind, while expert testimony and “brain-storm” lawyers but feed 
the flame of his existence. 

It is an encouraging sign, at least, to see a little more vigor put into 
the execution of the law as witnessed in the Glover case in Augusta, and 
.the Lyle case, just concluded in Waycross, the result of which has been 
the sentencing to the gallows of two of the most diabolical assassins who 
ever conceived @nd committed crime on Georgia soil. So immune did 
Glover feel from the death penalty that upon the conclusion of his trial 
he shook his fist in the face of the court, declaring ‘he’d be damned if he’d 
ever. hang,’ and there followed the discovery that his self-assurance went 
even to the extent of conspiring to take the life of the judge who sentenecd 
him, which he doubtless would have done could he have got his hands upon 
a pistol. Any other verdict than that of guilty and any other sentence than 
that of death would have been inexcusable. Equally so would it have been 
in the case of Lyle, who, in coldest blood, slew innocent and defenseless wife 
and child with two barrels of a shotgun, and then had the assurance to 
plead accident! : 

Amid several prompt and effective specific administrations of justice 
by Georgia courts in recent days these two stand out wholesomely. There 
is cause for gratification and rejoicing in this indication of an awakened 
public sentiment, which, despite the supposed exactions of the law, has ever 
been, more or less, the bulwark of courts and juries. Nor can it be elimi- 
nated as such. Therefore it is necessary that the public should realize 
in some measure the tremendous responsibility which rests upon it and 
govern its expression accordingly. 

Let us hope fhat this awakening has come in Georgia, and that it has 
come to stay; that no more will the public conscience, in atrophied indif- 
ference, or misguided maudlin sympathy, permit or encourage its courts 
and juries to send back to the community the wanton taker of a human life. 
Let it be known that he who carries a hidden weapon must rest under 
suspicion of an evil. heart deserving of punishment to the limit of the 
chaingang sentence, and more; that he who uses it except in clearly proven 
self-defense shal] not egcape the gallows or the penitentiary. 

Society has yet to run the gauntlet of technicality before it can claim 
the execution of the just and righteous penalty in the two cases here noted. 
Often has it thwarted justice, but let us hope that its day, too, in this re- 
spect, at least, is approaching a welcome and a lasting close.

THE GOVERNMENT AND THE SCHOOLS. 


That there is a growing popular demand for the unloosing of the federal 
purse strings in the cause of common school education every day is bringing 
evidence. Educators and editors over the south, and in other sections of the 
country, are making it their business to advance practical and applicable rea- 
sons in the encouragement of this national duty. 

in the last issue of The Jackson County Herald Representative John N. 
Holder, of that county, chairman of the committee on education in the last 
house, and a student of and thinker upon matters educational, has a strong 
article analyzing the situation and showing the urgent necessity of federal 
aid, if our common schools are *o keep pace with times, conditions and popu- 
lation. Mr. Holder not only indicates the many needs of the rural schools, but 
he shows that in numerous localities the limit of taxation has been reached. 
The property of the people, he says, “might all be confiscated and soid,' and 
yet enough would not be realized to run the.schools many years as they 
should be operated.” Millions upon millions are annually spent for pensions, 
rivers and harbors, army and navy, Mr. Holder says, and why should not 
some millions be spent also for education, which will dire*tly benefit every 
family in the country? 

In commenting upon and commending Mr. Holder's views, Editor P. A. 
Stovall, of The Savannah Press, thus brushes aside the coeducation spook: 

The general government already gives the schools of agricul- 
ture and mechanic arts. But these institutions are managed by the 
state, and there is no trouble about mixed schools or about the amount 
distributed among the colored people. 

It is just this fact to which The Constitution has time and again directed 
attention. Whatever may have been its ostensible source, the Morrill fund 
comes direct from the federal treasury to the states and is expended under 
their direction and supervision. If a state can so deal with one dollar of

No American verse-writer is more 
univer&ally quoted in the English- 
speaking press of the era. His vogue 
has rooted under the shears of every 
compiler of current literature, and 
thousands look daily for a draught 
from his fountain or for a souvenir 
sentiment for the family scrap-book. | 
A century from now the familiar spir- 
its of ugborn men and women will be 
resurre‘ting and repeating the immor- 
tal epigrams of his optimistic soul. 

Mr. Stanton is a South Carolinian, 
now in middle age. Like John Hay 
and James Whitcomb Riley, and other 
poets of almost equal fame, he began 
to trot his pony Pegasus in the local 
columns of a country weekly news- 
paper. The quaint and happy humor 
of his essays produced pleasant “thrills” 
in his old-time “Thursday constituen- 
cy” when the paper came out to catch 
the once-a-week mails of that era. But 
the carrier-pigeons of commerce—the 
evangelists of the grip and the sam- 
ple-trunk—found Stanton’s lilts and 
lyrics good to clip and carry away to 
other circles, and so his fame grew 
and spread.

most constant work of a twelve months. 
The statue was cast in copper bronze in 
Brooklyn, N. Y., and forwarded to At- 
lanta April 29, arriving here May 9Q. 
So short a time was given for the com- 
pletion of the intricate work upon the 
huge granite pedestal that the statue 
still stands on the car on which it was 
loaded and will be set early in the week 
but a few days prior to the unveiling 
ceremonies. 

This statue represents General Gordon 
as he is best remembered in the years 
shortly before his death when almost 
upon the same spot where it will stand 
for generations, he sat mounted and 
reviewed year after year on Memorial 
day thé ever thinning hosts of those! 
who followed him in battle. And there 
it will stand for the years to come upon 
the northwest corner of the state capi* 
tol grounds, in reviewing attitude, while 
past it will march on each Memorial day 
to come those who joins in tribute to 
the recollections of the past. 

Upon the front of the granite pedestal 
will appear in bronze letters the one 
word, “Gordon.” Upon either side of the 
pedestal will appear a bronze bas-telief, 
3x5 feet in dimensions. representative 
of the most conspicuous features in his 
career. The one represents Gordon at 
Spottsylvania on the famous 12th ‘of 
May, when, before his entire division, 
he forced General Robert BE, Lee to the 
1ear, and probably saved the intrepid 
confederate leader’s life, an act which 
has figured in poetry, song and story. 
The other is representative of three im- 
portant phases of Gordon’s life, soldier, 
Statesman and patriot. 

The Unveiling Ceremonies. 

The unveiling ceremonies which will 
take place Saturday at noon, May 25, 
will be preceded by a military pageant 
in which there will join troops from all 
parts of the state, while federal officers 
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Edgerly, commander of the department 
and his staff having accepted the invita- 
tion of Grand Marshal R. EB. Park to 
take part in this functon. The military 
will broak ranks at the capitol grounds 
and joint the vast throng of officials, 
civic bodies and citizens who will be 
there to participate. 

‘The invocation by Rev. William F. 
Glenn and music will be followed by a 
reading of the history of the John B. 
Gordon Monument Association by its 
firet president, Judge W. L. Cathoun, 
of Atlanta. The princtpal address will 
be delivered by General Clement A. 
Evans, the ranking confederate veteran 
next tq General Stephen D. Lee, who 
succeeded Gordon as commander-in-chief 
of the United Confederate Veterans. 
General Evans participated with General 
Gordon in the Spottsylvania incident and 
was his comrade and lifelong friend. 

The statue, standing 26 feet from base 
of pedestal to top of head, will very 
appropriately be unveiled «by General 
Gordon’s two daughters, Mrs, Carolina 
Lewis Gordon Brown, of Vermont, ard 
Mrs. Frances Gordon Smith, of Atlanta;

The dedication poem will be read by 
its author, Charles W. Hubner, of At- 
lanta, followed by music, in which wil:

After the formal delivery of the statue 
to tHe state by Captain Nathaniel E. 
Harris, of Macon, in behalf of the estate 
commission, and its acceptance in a re- 
sponse by Governor Joseph M. Terrell, 
the ceremonies will conclude with the 
introduction to the audience of Sculptor 
Borglum and the benediction. 

General Gordon’s is the only monu- 
ment upon the capitol grounds. There 
is another Georgian’s statue within the 
capitol building, the marble statue of 
Senator Benjamin Harvey Hill, which 
was removed from the, junction of 
Peachtree and West Peachtree streets, 
where it @rmerly stood, away from the 
elements and youthful vandals.

ber of Georgia’s-peach growers. The icy 
winds of April that Dlew @way many a 
crop, brought to others fortunes which 
they will reap with this summer’, gath- 
ering of the fruit. 


Half a dozen gtories of the miraculous 
saving of peach orchards lying right next 
to others which were completely devas- 
tated have recently reached Atlanta. One 
of these comes from Elbert county. The 
story was told just after the last April 
freeze of an Elbert county orchardman 
who had 10,000 trees selling his entire 
1907 crop for $10 cash. This orchard 
has since been searched from stem to 
stern with the result that not a single 
peach was found on a single tree. Right 
next to it there is another orchard of 
10,000 trees slightly more elevated, with 
fruit in lenty now grown to the size of 
eggs and with the prospect of a yield of 
8,000 crates. How it escaped through 
all that wintry weather is a mystery 
not satisfactorily explained. 

A Chattooga county man stated in At- 
lanta the other day that he was one 
among three or four orchardmen in his 
county who lost about 75 per cent of 
their crop, while all other orchards were 
completely wiped out so far as this sea- 
son ig concerned.

“ She is thryin’ to atthract his attintion, tak- 
in’ a hankerchief out iv her mouth an’ wavin’ 
it an’ thin puttin* it in her mouth again till she 
thinks she’s caught his eye an’ thin wavin’ it 
furyously, an’ half gigglin’ an’ half cryin’ all th’ 
time. He sees her, but he don’t let on ontil he 
can’t stand it anny longer, an’ thin Ke gives her 
a surprised look an’ hollers out: ‘Why, Miss

parts iv th’ wurruld. Howiver, I have silicted 
as me riprisintative a well-known oculist, whose 
name escapes me f’r th’ prisint.’ 

“ An’ Teddy Rosenfelt wrote: ‘ I am so sorry 
I can’t attind ye’re conference, but I'm gein’ 
out to see th’ target practice.

| BETWEEN TWO CAPITALS. 


Washington county has had a state.

eapital on either side of it,

county bordering Washington 
east and Baldwin on Me west. 
<flle. the eounty site of Jefferson, was 
‘or a long time the capital of the state, 
being the third one in the state's his- 
tory, The old capitol building in Louis- 
ville, hoary with age, was used as the 
Jefferson county court house, yp to & 
few years ago, wihien one of the hand- 
gomest county courthouses in the state 
was built there. 

4s the 
county site of Baldwin, which bounds 
Washington on the west. When the 
eapital was moved there the records 
were carted by great mule teams through 
the confines of old Washington to reach 
their destination. 

A quarter of a century back, when the 
proposal was made in the legislature to 
establish a branch of the state lunatic 
asylum, Dr. M. D. C. M. Summerlin, then 
representing Washington, said his county 
had the best claim on the new asylum, 
as his county gent more minutes to Mil- 
ledgeville than any other. Dr. Summerlin 
was a humorist, and, therefore, the leg- 
isjators did not take him seriously: 

Georgia ‘has had five capitals fn the 
order named, Savannah, Augusta, Louis- 
ville, Milledgeville and Atlanta. 

MONUMENT TO JARED IRWIN. 

Sandersville has erected her bor- 
ders the only monumen: the state of 
Georgia has ever erected ito any of her 
citizens. It is a tall marbie shaft some 
twenty-five feet high, to the 
memory of Governor Jared tIrwin, the 
man who signed the act rescinding the 
great fraud, in which millions of 
acres of the commonwealth's land were 
voted away the preceding legislature 
for a mere song. and a stigma always 
rested upon the names of the leaders of 
that nefarious scheme. 

Jared Irwin was governor 
succeeding legislature coneerel and 
this body at once passed the rescinding 
act that was promptly approved by Gov- 
eronr Irwin, he having been one of the 
leaders of the movement to wipe out the 
blot, and the infamous record of that 
steal was burned in front of the state 
eapitol, having been: ignited by means 
Of a Sun e@lass. 

Jared Irwin was twice governor of the 
ftate and president of the senate. He 
lived in the first plastered house in 
Washington county, and the old-timers 
used to make pilgrimages from fifty to 
sixty miles on horseback, the mode of 
locomotion in those days, to inspect this 
wonderful house.

Bishop W. F. Pen- 
dleton, of Brith Athyn, Pa., of the HEpis- 
copal church, was associated in the pa- 
per, and State Treasurer R. E. Park and 
hig brother, Dr. William Park, owned the 
paper in the latter seventies, the lat- 
ter continuing the possessor till his death 
a few years ago, when Rev. W, A. 
Brooks purchased it, selling it to the 
present owners, when he decided to en- 
ter the Methodist ministry.

HISTORIC MASONIC TEMPLE 


The Masonic temple in Sandersville is 
also jnvested with historical associations. 
The origina] Masonic hall, constructed of 
wood, was burned in the fire of 1855, 
that almost swept the town, and in 
1857, the present temple was erected, a 
cut of which accompanies this article. 
In 1865, when Sherman mounted fhe 
town the mystic influence of the word 
*‘Masonic’”” saved this strigciture from 
the firebrand, although the court house 
was burned, and with it the valuable 
records of eighty years accumulation. 

In this building is the home of the 
Sandersville Herald, one of the oldest\ 
papers in that part of the state. The}

WASHINGTON’S NOTED SONS. 

Rev. Bascom Anthony, one of the 
strongest preachers in the South Georgia 
Methqdist conference, first learned the 
art preservative on the old Central Geor- 
gian, his father, Rev. James D. An- 
thony, having been its editor for a num- 
ber of years, The father of.Rev. W. N. 
Ainsworth, another of the South Georgia 
conference's strong preachers, was a na- 
tive of that county, one of ‘his sisters 
being the widow of the late Major Mark 
a native Polander, who served 
with distinction on the confederate side 
in the late war, and the county's ordi- 
nary for a quarter of a century. 

The late Captain Evan P. Howell, for a 
long time the editor in chief of The Con- 
stitution, studied law and was adm/tted 
to the bar at Sandersville, and practiced 
law there with Judge James S. Hook, 
now of Atilanta.. Judge Hook was later 
judge of the middle circuit, a court after- 
wardg presided over by Governor Her- 
schel V. Johnson. Judge Hook was State 
school commissioner of Georgia during 
the administration of Governor John B. 
yordon. Hon. John N. Rogers, the pres- 
ent able assistant to the state school 
commissioner, is a native of Washington 
county, and held the post of county 
school commissioner at Sandersville for 
a number of years.

WHAT ITS WOMAN’S CLUB: 
HAS DONE FOR ATHENS 


HE report of the civic section of 


T the Athens Woman’s Club is a 
magnificent example of what 
can be accomplished by club womer 
when they set to work earnestly. The 
report is given below in full as it will 
undoubtedly be read with intense in- 
terest by the club women of Georgia: 

“To a great degree the entire Wom- 
an’s Club of Athens was for several 
years actively engaged in what is 
generally considered as civic work, as 
it established two kindergartens and 
assisted In maintaining a night school. 
The city officials, seeing the good that 
had been accomplished, finally placed 
these schools under the control of the 
city board of education. 

“Relieved by this measure, the club 
is now aiding rural schools and libra- 
ries, and all dues are used for these 
purposes. ; 

“The civic section has been organ- 
ized less than a year. Nearly -all of 
its members are earnestly at work 
for the Young Woman's Christian As- 
sociation, which has a lunch room and 
a well-furnished rest room, where not 
only members of the association but 
women waiting for trains and those 
shopping from the adjoining country 
can rest and refresh themselves. 

The universal demand of the ladies 
woo composed our membership was 
that the streets and city be Kept in a 
clean and sanitary condition. The san- 
itary condition of the city is generally 
‘good, but the streets have been ren- 
dered unsightly by papers and trash 
swept from the stores, or carelessly 
thrown down by passers-by, especially 
about the postoffice. As we have no 
funds for our purposes, our aim has 
been to influence the city council to 
do the work which we considered so 
important. 

“& committee was appointed who 
stated their wishes to the mayor, and 
through him a petition was sent to the 
street committee, who promised that 
another year some things we asked for 
should be granted, but as no funds 
were available that year—the latter 
part of 1906—things must remain as 
they were. 

“The mayor and street committee we 
saw at various times; in fact, when- 
ever and wherever we met even one 
of them the subject in which we were 
so much interested was mentioned un- 
til they consented, weary of much im- 
portunity, to meet and discuss our 
plans with us. 

“As @ result of this meeting ordi- 
nances have been passed against spit- 
ting in public places, also that the 
streets must be sprinkled before 
sweeping. 

“Nearly forty cans for waste papers 
have been placed at the corners of the 
most prominent streets in the business 
portion of the town. 

Two men with push carts are em- 
ployed. all day in picking up stray 
papers in addition to the carts for 
general use. We pleaded for garbage 
carts’ for the use of householders. The

It is our intention to sug- 
gest to the county commissioners the 
wisdom of bordering one of our best 
macadamized country roads leading 
from the city with trees so as to have 
a driveway which will not only add 
to its beauty but to the comfort of city 
and country dwellers. 

Streets are being rapidly graded and 
paved, trees planted. and new school 
buildings are demanded for the repid- 
ly increasing population; but from the 
interest and enthusiasm of the mayor 
and committee when discussing our 
requests we know it is their inten- 
tion to give us some day not only a 
city In a.fine sanitary condition, but 
one beautiful.

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WONDERFUL DEVELOPMENT 
OF FULTON’S SCHOOLS 
There has just come from the press 
the annual report of M. L. Brittain, 
the commissioner of Fulton county’s 
schools, This report shows an improve- 
ment in the schools of our county that 
is probably surpassed by no other 
county in the south. Mr. Brittain is a 
man of great ability, public spirit, and 
untiring energy; 
strong board, whose members are W. 
R. B. Whittier, Dr. R. L. Hope, J. D. 
Bradwell, S. B. Turman and T._ MT. 
Thomason. The local tax system, 
fwhich was carried in Fulton by a4 
vote of over ten to one, has resulted in 
@ great increase of the school fund; 
the standard among the teachers has 
been raised, and more than three- 
fourths of them are now trained by 
colleges or normal schools; there has 
been a great increase in the number 
of school libraries ana school pardens, 
and, in the last year alone, more, than 
$15,000 has been raised and expended 
for the schools of the county, of which 
the county furnished only $5,000, the 
rest being given by the different com- 
munities.

In other words, about one-third of 
the white children of school age are 
not going to school, 
one-half of the negro children are in 
school, In this respect, there is much 
room for improvement, but only an 
increasing sense of the importance of 
education can make our people realize 
that they will gain in the long run by 
ecucating their children for’'a longer 
period, rather than’ shortening * that 
period in order to profit by their work. 


Splendid Work Done. 


In the meantime, the heartiest thanks 
of the people are due to Mr. Brittain 
and the bpoard, who, in butlding up our 
schools, have been also building a 
better moral and intellectual founda- 
tion for our citizenship. 

The very recent report of the grand 
jury contains the highest commenda- 
tion. They visited every school and 
were highly pleased with the condi- 
tions found. As they say. “The cotnty 
is to be congratulatec. on acquiring so 
many new school buildings at such lit- 
tle expense—a result largely due to 
_onecnmgappanerg made by citizens, pat- 
rons of the new “schools, through the 
| efforts of Superintendent Brittain ‘and 
the board of education. The record now 
shows a little over $50,000 acquired 
at a cost of $12,365 to the county, a 
condition Fulton county can be proud 
of. We highly commend the faithfal 
and efficient .work done by Superin- 
tendent Brittain.

The admission of priests to the bar is 
by no means a new question in France. 
St. Yves, the patron of lawyers, was 
himself a “clerk,” and Guy Foucault, 
who, as Clement ITV, was pope in the 
time of St. Louis, king of France, had 
been a lawyer of the parliament, in 
Spite of his ecclesiastic’s gown. But 
under ld canonical law ecclesiastics 
could only plead in three cases, for 
themselves or their relatives, for the 
church, and for the poor. 

In 1383, Pierre de Fusigny was not 
only a cardinal, but was also an ad- 
wocate of the parliament. In 1476, 
Pierre de Brebant was advocate at the 
court and cure of Saint-Eustache, the 
grand olg church which faces the Halles 
or great central marxet, and which Zola 
describes so lovingly in his ‘Ventre de 
Paris.”’

Paris, May !8—French government 
cxplorers, who havé.just returned from 
a trip to fix up the! boundary lines 
between the French Congo and. the 
(German colony of Cameroon, report 
the discovery of a.curious tribe, the 
chief object of whose existence seems 
tc be to get gloriously drunk. 

They have mastered the art 
out any assistance from the white 
man. From millet they brew. great 
quantities of a peculiarly potent beer. 
Not being subject to any tax it is so 
cheap that the poorest native can af- 
ford to get drunk on it. It is fully 
equal to whisky in promoting that 
bellivose condition which in America 
is known as “spoiling for a fight.” 

In the report made to the govern- 
ment, Lieutenant Georg relates how, 
with an escort of tirailleurs,. he ar- 
rived at one of the native villages dur- 
ing a particularly happy period of gen- 
eral inebriety. He had much trouble 
in securing huts for himself anc his 
men, because it was considered con- 
trary to native etiquette’ to interrupt 
a spree in’ order to attend to anything 
in the nature of business. 

Later in the day the chief called 
upon the lieutenant, and proposed, by 
way of appropriately winding .up 
festivities and amusing his guests, 
that his men should fight the French 
soldiers. The lieutenant explained to 
him. that Frenchmen did not regard 
fighting as fun. That seémed to: aston- 
ish the chief. However, he hospitably 
aeferred to his guest’s feelings in the 
matter. But a fight he was bound to 
have, and promptly made arrange- 
ments for one among his own people. 
The liveliest king of a shindy followed. 
In less than a quarter of an hour a 
score of the dusky combatants were 
killed. The chief himself was among 
the first to fall. 

As a result of the expedition there 
will soon be a complete agreement 
between France and Germany, as to 
the boundary line between the two 
colonies. The natives themselves can 
Scarcely be regarded as_ desirable 
neighbors and much of their territory 
is not worth fighting over.

At Kovno, a large town in Lithuania, 
the piiblic have been complaining for 
some time past of the multitude of) 
false roubles, half-roubles and 1|5-kopeck | 
pieces in circulation. The passing of 
Such coins, it not, in itself, putlishable in 
Russia, and the most punctilious persons 
Go not hesitate to try it to get rid of 
false coins. Tie best place is the mar- 
ket, where the Jews take and pass them 
with the greatest of ease. In respecta- 
ble households tha‘false coins go ‘to the' 
cook, who exchanges them for meat and 
vegetaties at the market place. But at 
Kovno things were getting too bad, and 
even the Jews grew careful of what 
meney they took. 

Tracking the Cotners.

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“THE TRIUMPH OF MAMMON” 
IS MADDES1 OF ALL PLAYS

ONDON, May !8.—John Davidson's 
| new play, “The Triumph of 


Mammon.” is the maddest thing 


this ‘indisputably highly gifted poet 
has yet produced. Its. scenes are 
laid in a highly civilized atate 
of the present day, but In physica] hor- 
rors it far outdoeg “Titus Andronicus.”’ 
The crimes of the Servian regicides are 
mild and ineffectual, besideg the sham- 
bles which Mr. Davidson presents in act 
after act at the court of Thule. It is 
glorified blood and thunder in blank 
verse. 

He sets before us a hero from whose 
eyes when he wept ‘‘there spouted jets 
of brine that hissed upon my hand.’ He 
shows us a princess, who, seeing her 
prince gtart off in a steamer, jumps into 
the water to swim after him; an aged 
monarch who chases his eldest #on 
around the stage trying to make mince- 
meat of him; an helr apparent who cuts 
his father’s throat; an diderly courtier 
who is burned alive woon a bier; a prince 
who dashes into his brother's. bridal 
chamber and hacks him to death until he 
‘looks like a butcher’s biock’’, a prin- 
cess who is so enchanted by this hor- 
rible deed that she immediately transfers 
her caresses to the cowardly assassin. 
And yet this lurid combination of gore 
and bombast abounds in passages of 
singular power and beauty. That is 
what: makes John Davidson one of the 
paradoxes of modern literature. He is 
both one of the best and one of the worst 
of living verse writers. And he insists 
on mixing the good and the bad together 
and flinging them at the public. He will 
gang his own gait to the end. “The 
Triumph of Mammon” is only the first of 
a trilogy of Playg entitled ‘God and 
Mammon.” 

John Davidson, from the pecuniary 
point of view, is a failure and Ng giories 
in it. It ts the world that fg wrong and 
not he. He has @ more exaited opinion 
of himself than Bernard- Shaw affecte. 
In the epilogue to his latest volume he 
presents this picture of himself. 

‘‘Nine-tenths of my time, and that 
which is more precious, have been 
wasted in the endeavor to earn a liveli- 
hood.

They are repainting the Eiffel Tow- 


er; and all Paris is concerned about 
the colwr, on which depends whether 
the gigantic mass of fron shall be the 
byesore or the glory of the capital. 
Its first shade, in 1/889, was “dead 
leaf.’ When the sun lit it up to hazy 
gold, with an unreal effect of jew- 
eler's fragility, even the artists who 
now curse it admitted that the Eiffel 


Tower had its nobility. 

In 1895, after immense discussion, 
they repainted it orange—magnetic 
currents even more than light and 
wether having turned it to a dingy 
brown that made it heavy and ob- 
trusive. In strong sun the orange 
showed gleaming copper. Oscar Wilde 
declared it magnificent. Puvius de 
Chavannes threatened to blow it up 
with dynamite. From this period date 
the bad name the tower acquired, as 
a colossal piece of engineering vulgar- 
ity, usurping the artistic note of Paris. 
Then, for the exosition of 1900, they 
painted it “sun color. In bright lights 
the tower became a thing of glory 
once again. That was seven years 
ago. The atmospheric electricity re- 
ceived every hour by such an unpre- 
cedented mass of iron reaching up into 
the air is incalculable. Conducting 
tubes a foot anid a half in diameter 
jead it down its four piles fifty feet 
below the water-bearing stratum of 
the earth; but tne effect on the paint 
is there for everyone to see. It does 
not crack off. It simply disappears— 
leaving the ugly chocolate color, the 
dingy brown ef the oxydising iron. 

It thus happens that the Eiffel Tow- 
er is at this moment calling for its 
victims. The tower weighs nearly 
8,000 tons. This is by reason of its 
perfect form and _  construction—lace- 
work in iron. Its total surface, how- 
ever, being enormously greater than 
its exterior surface, 30 tons of liquid 
paint are required to give it a single 


new coat. | 
Fifty pafnters, working continuously 


together, take three months to do a 


ae 
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tsingle coat. In 1889 three of them fell. 
'The tower had already had its 
eighteen victims in constructing; and 
everyone working about it went care- 
fully. Also, they had gained a kind 
of collective instinct of the danger of 
it. 

In the repainting of 1895 seven men 
fell, hideously burying their smashed 
bodies deep into the earth. 
not the painters of i889. 


When after five men had been killed 
the direction would have rigged them 
up wth life saving belts and ropes, 
they rebelled to a man. The result 
was that two others fell before the 
job was finished. 

{ In 1900 the direction called for paint- 
ers who had worked in 1895, to give 
them preference. They responded in 
/a@ mass and asked exorbitant wages. 
} When it was finally got into their 
j}heads that the selection was being 
made, not for their skill as painters, 
but as a mere act of humanity, they 
agreed to work for the usual advance 
of thirty per cent on the union scale 
—on condition of not being required to 
disgrace themselves with life-saving 
belts and rigging 

Such is the French builder’s artisan— 
mason, zinc-roofer, carpenter, painter; 
pigheaded set, unchanging, and vain 
beyond words with an honorable col- 
lective trade vanity. French painters 
have never worked with life-saving 
rigging. They would not begin. 

The result was five men killed in 
1900. Now, last Friday, there fell the 
first victim of the series of 1907. The 
actual painting has not yet begun. He 
was a sort of foreman, or leader of 
a@ group; and he was just climbing 
about, looking over the job. He fell 
from a point a trifle below the third 
platform, struck three time going 
down, deflecting his fall; and yet his 
body: sank almost five feet into the 
earth of a flower bed beside the south: 
east pile. He landed feet first. When 
the crushed mass of flesh and bones 
was taken out, it was seen that the 
lower end of his tibia, or shinbone, 
of the right leg had been forced 
through the sole'of the foot. |

and ten feet from the earth.

Place the Eiffel tower beside the great- 
est buildings of the world. The great 
pyramid does not reach up to its inter- 
mediate platform. Netiher does the spire 
of the Cologne cathedral. 

Yet only one set of buildings of the 
world are higher than the Cologne cathe- 
dral. These are the skyscrapers of 
American cities. The tallest actual exist- 
ing one is, say, 555 feet high. It would 
not reach to the tower’s intermediate 
platform. The loftiest masonry construc- 
tion in the world is to be the Singer 
building extension, at the corner of Lib- 
ert street and Broadway, New York. © It 
will beat any other American skyscraper 
by 6&7 feet. Yet not evenit will reach 
to the Eiffel tower's intermediate plat- 
form! 

You see this intermediate platform, haif 
way up the slender shaft. It is 647 feet 
from the ground. The third platform— 
which looks like the brim of a hat at the 
top—is 91! feet from the ground. Niagara 
falls would have more than enough room 
between the third platform and the inter- 
mediate one—above the top of the Singer 
extensions!—and the true top of the 
tower is still 74 feet higher!

MADE BY OXFORD 


Great ‘English University Hard 
Pressed for Money, 


Stipends Fixed in the Eighteenth 
Century Are Totally Inadequate. 
Lord Cursen Tells Why 
the Great University 
is Poor. 


Special Cable. 

London, May 1!18.—Lord Curzon’s ap- 
peal on behalf of the University of Ox- 
ford will come as a surprise to the 
thoughtless, It is a common supersti- 
tien that the older universities are vast 
Storehousés of ill-gotten gains, stolen, 


no doubt, from the honest working man, 


and squandered for the casual amuse- 
ment of the idle and rich, 

The truth is that Oxford, like Came 
bridge, is an institution of poverty and 


‘hard toil overworked and understaffed, - 


which undertakes to instruct the youth 
of Great Britain for a pittance. and 
which, in spite of its ancient dignity, 
lives miserably from hand to. mouth. 
The reasons of Oxford's poverty are. 
not far to seek. The necessities of edu- 
cation have . immeasurably § increased, 


decreasing every year. An income which 
in old days seemed large enough is now 
miserably inadequate, Stipends devised 
to meet the wants of our ancestors now 
mean starvation. 

It is not. very long ago that the pro- 
fessor of Greek in the sister university 
received $200 a vear, because the amount 
of the salary was fixed at a time wuen 
$200 had a far other value than _ that 
which it possesses today. And since our 
Standards of wealth and poverty change 
with the centuries, since Oxford and 
Cambridge still depend langely upon an 
income g@ixed at a time when $000 a 
year meant wealth and comfort, it is not 
Sunprising that these universities are to- 
day feeling the pinch of want. 

Oxford, indeed, like all that is best in 
England, has grown by accident. The 
world, which owes it a vaster debt than 
it can ever pay, refuses to understand 
that times have changed. What was 
good enough yesterday, we are told, will 
be good enough tomorrow, and those 
who might be benefactors button up 
their pockets. 

But not merely has Oxford grown 
| poorer by the natural shrinkage of mon- 
ey, she is forced by the enormous in- 
Crease Of studies to exteng her work in 
every direction. There was a time when 
logic and rhetoric, with a smattering of 
classics and mathematics, were thought 
sufficient for the education of youth. A 
trick of disputation was of greater 
weight than sound learning, and a uni- 
versity was content with few tutors and 
Still fewer professors. 

New Studies, New Expenses. 

But the Oxford of our times is not the 
Oxford of the eighteenth century. For 
many years new studies have been add- 
ed to the schools, and the new studies 
cannot be so cheaply pursued as the old. 


stairways of any great office building.

Wireless cOMmmunications are 
constantly kept.up with Berlin, the groat 
English station of Pouldon, Port Vendres, 
on the Mediterranean ,and Madrid using 
the special French military system of 
Captain Ferrier. In case of war, they 
say, information could be sent intro 
Paris from all points. There is not sucn 
another wireless station in the world.

Bodelain library is one of thé 
and it is easy to 
understand the cause of its poverty. 
Books multiply more rapidly than 
men, and the small endowment once 
deemed sufficient for this admirable 
institution is now hopelessly §inade- 
quate. Surely no argument is neces- 
sary on this head, It is not Oxford's 
fault that more works of learning are 
written and published in this age than 
ever before; and the demand for a 
larger income for Bodley’s library 
should be answered generously and 
without a murmur. 

Oxford's poverty, therefore, is due 
largely to her achievement. She has 
attempted far more than her meager 
yesources have enabled her to carry to 
a successful issue. And for this rea- 
s0n she should make appeal to lsten- 
ing ears. It is not in folly or super- 
stition that she squanders her money. 
She spends it wisely and penuriously 
in answering the call of modern prog- 
ress. 

The funds at her disposal were not 
intended for these many uses, and that 
she has done so much with so little is 
the best proof that Lord Curzon’s ap- 
peal is both just and sincere. Nor is 
the appeal made to the world before 
Oxford has exhausted her own re- 
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The colleges have come for- 
ward to help the university with an 
open hand. But the $200,000 a year 
which they of their good will contrib- 
ute still leaves the university poor, 
and the appeal must still be made to 
a larger public.

OF THE MAFIA

OME, May 11.—Undoubtedly

Mafia, which flourishes in Italyr and has 
Gone so for more than three hundred 
years. It was founded in Sicily for pro- 
tection against the injustice of foreign 
fulers, but it now ertbraces people of all 
classes and al] religions, and its opera- 
tions are not confined to any particular 
object except the gain of all the mem- 
bers. 

He-~.who is of the Mafia is almost sure 
to do well, and .may: even escape justice 
after committing the most serious 
crimes. It is said that the secret of the 
succé$Ss of the famous Crispi was that 
he was one of the Mafia. If a mem- 
ber opens a new shop the word is given 
round and al] the other members in the 
neighborhood flock to it wiin their cus- 
tom; if one of the Mafios!, as they are 
called, is putting up for an election the 
influence of the order’ is set to work in 
every direction in his favor; if one com- 
mits a crime he may be Jet off because 
the judge and jury are his brotners; and 
not long since a man murdered another 
fn the streets of Palermo and ~- was 
Caught the next moment, but he broke. 
away from his captors, and upon the in- 
stant cry of ‘“Mafiosi!’’ was sent round, 
and every possible impediment was py 
in the was of the pursuit, so that it 
failed ang ¢he man got free. Subte- 
quently the police discovered his where- 
abouts, but they dared not arrest him, 
for fear of the Mafia. 

The society will allow any of its mem- 
bers to behave dishonestly or criminally 
towards any other man who is not a 
member. Of course, not being establish- 
ed for the puropse of committing crime, 
it does not encourage such acts, but 
when they have been committed it will 
do its level best to shield the perpetra- 
tors from the consequences. 

But should a Mafiosi at any time do 
badly towards another, or in any way 
whatever fail in his duty tothe fra- 
ternity, he may be sure that the penalty 
of death awaits’ him at qa very early 
date. . The Mafiia never fails in exacting 
that penalty, and many of the quiet, un- 
discovered murders that are constantly 
taking place all over sally are to be at- 
tributed to this cause. The Mafiia is the 
most faithful friend and the most ter- 
rible enemy.

candidate is fit .for the fraternity and 


most powerful and terrible secret i ely to be a g00q member of it are 


very. strict. He has to go .arough many 
probationary trials, but when at last the 
committee are satisfied that he is a good 
candidate he is duly initiated. The can-

First of all a cut ‘is made in his body 
and a quantity of blood is drawn from 
it, and with this he smears an image 
of his favorite saint ang then sets the 
image on fire, immediately taking a0 
oath jin-the following words: ‘I swear 
on my honor to: be faithful to the broth- 
erhood.

His name as a memoer is not entered 
in any books, but ‘it is duly forwarded 
to the headquarters, and then it is com- 
municated by word of mouth to alj the 
other members in tne district where he 
lives. These other members teach him 
all the other signs and customs of the 
fraternity which it is necessary he 
should know, and he at once becomes 
an active member. 

The headquarters of the brotherhood 
are being. constantly moved about. One 
week they are in one place, and the 
next one in another at the other end of 
the .country. Nobody ever knows, ex- 
cept the members, where to put their 
fingers on the Mafia. In each town 
there is a kind of chief agent, who is 
kept posted up with the doings and 
movements of headquarters, and he com- 
municates them:to those of the members 
who are concerned.

DRLAN, May !8—‘‘So much water 
. hag flowed beneath the bridges,’’ as 
the German proverb has it, since 
plucky France paid over her millions to 
the vistor within her gates, and2in so sur- 
prisingly short a time rid herself ef the 
occupying enemy from Outre-Rhin, that 
but very feeble interest—at all events in 
this country—stil] survives as to that 
great war indemnity. Indeed, the aver- 
age Engishman who may find himseif 
at Spandau, and to whom, among the 
few remaining objects of curiosity in 
that little garrison town, the old Julius 
Thurm is pointed out as being the 
stronghold of the ‘“‘Riechskriegschatz,”’ 
may almost tbe excused if he had come 
to regard the story of that strangely 
guarded fund ag some heavy 
degend, or origin as remote as that of 
Barbarossa and the Kyffhauser; and 
even where the actual fact of the pres- 
ence within four walls is remembered, 
the true significance of this immenss 
mass of dormant capital seems to strike 
few—so at least, it has seemed to us. 

Spandau, as many of our readers will 
be aware, ceaseq to be a fortress on 
January 27, 1903; a few words, never- 
theless, as to its existence, as such, may 
not be wholly without interest. The 
building was begun in 1319, and the for- 
tification further strengthened in 1626, 
being finally completed as late as 1880. 
All, however, that now remains its the 
old citadel and the Julius Thurm. Mark- 
graf Albrecht the Bear was probably 
the first to fortify this marshy spot 
against the encroaching Wends about 
1160, although the chronicles make no 
earlier mention of the tower than the 
date we first stated, the next allusion 
te'm~ a record of its having been erant- 
ed as a place of residence by Mar-er-? 
Ludwig the Roman to his groom of the 
. wiive!, sritze| by name (by persua- 
gion a Jew), the duties of this Semitic 
Fritzel being most likely those of a 
watchman. 

The Julius Thurm is the last remnant 
of the origina! castle—how it came hy 
its name is utterly unknown—but the 
stones used in its construction corres- 
pond both in shape ang kind with those 
forming the city waHs, and are mresuma- 
bly of the same date. so that 1320 might 
be a safe one to affix to the * Julius.” 
it having already acquired some local 
significance by 1409, for there was a 
common expression in the movuth.of the 
peonle then, as well as later, anropos 
of “punishing a fellow with the Julius’’— 
incarceration there boding {l] for the de- 
linquent. ; 

The Thirty Years’ War saw Svandau 
occupied by Swedish troops, and Gus- 
tavus Adolphus came there in person. It 
stoof near beine blown ekvhigh by a 
gunpowder explosion in [60f. when a 
tower containing 964 cwt. was struck 
by lUghtning: and its next - important 
event occurred when the Austrians 
marched to Berlin in 1757; and the 
Queen of Prussia with her.young family 
took hasty refuge in this neighboring 
citadel. During the swhsequent long Na- 
roleonic wars the French marched on 
Spandau in 1806, on which memorable 
occasion the commandant yielded it up 
without firing one éhot—for which ten- 
der eolictude as to the safety of his skin 
and garrison he was promptly condemned 
to death by the King of Prussian, a sen- 
tence which was svbsequentiy reduced 
to imprisonment, the offerder being 
finally ratrdoned in 1614. 

So much for the “ancient history’’ of 
Spandau. Its greatest interest at the 
present time of day is due to’ the !m- 
portance of the ancient Julius Thurm 
in its modern capacity of guardian to the 
German war treasure—best known as the 
“‘Riechskriegschatz."" The fund was oric- 
inally started by Friedrich Wilhelm L., 
and to it was later added the one hun- 
dred and twenty millions of marks which 
constitute? the French war indemnity. 
This immense sum, consisting entirely of 
gold coin of the realm, is packed In 1,200

RAILROAD TRAINS SOON TO CROSS 
GREATEST DESERT ON THE EARTH

The railroad is bound to revolu- 
tienige the African continent. ATready 
the iron horse, whose breath is smoke, 
and whose eye is fire, is beginning to 
light up the darker spofs of tnese black- 
est regions on the globe. The work is 
Tapidiy going on in easiern§ Africa, 
where they are building a line from the 
Cape of Good Hope to Cairo.

from the Atlantic to far beyond the 
Mississippi, and the extension from Cape 
Town to the north is greater still. 
Rhodesia railway system reached 
Zambesi river in 1905. During thé past 
year it was extended beyond that point 
at the rate of almost one mile per day, 
and it is now at the Broken Hill mines 
within less than 500 miles of Lake Tan- 
ganyika. I expect to go along the great- 
er part of this route before I leave 
Africa, and will be able to describe the 
various stages. ' 

From the coasts of both east and west 
Africa, railroads are being built into the 
interior, which will gtve access to the 
een‘ral ang southern parts of the con- 
tinent. Here in the north the French 
colonies have an extensive railway sys- 
tem; Bgypt ie gridironed wit h tracks, 
and trunk lines are being survefed in 
the Seudan and in the Congo valley. 

Africa Versus the World. 


In fact, railroad bullding is now going 
on in Africa about as fast as in any 
Other part of the world. The continent 
is increasing {te mileage at the rate of 
over 80 per cent per year, and while it 
has yet the fewest lines of any of the 
grand divisions of the globe, its means 
of communication are rapidly growing. 

At present the chief railroaq continent 
fe North America. It has between 250,- 
000 and 300,000 miles of iron tracks. 
Next comes Burope with less than 200,- 
000 miles, and after that Asia with 
something like 60,060. Australia has 16,- 
000 miles of railroad lines, and Africa 
@ little over 15,000. Of all the countries 
of the world the United States leads 
in its iron highways.

The Railroads of the Atlas. 

In this ietter I shall deai only with 

the railways of northwestern. Africa

projecting across the Sahara. During 
the past few months I have traversed 
nearly every mile of track in the re- 
gion of the Atlas, and have gone over 
the roads which are being pushed 
down into the desert. I am writing 
these notes at Biskra, in the Sahara, 
at the end of the railroad which takes 
one almost 200 miles south of the 
Mediterranean sea, and I have already 
inspected the military line which goes 
down into the desert far below this 
point along the borders of Morocco. 
It is generally claimed that the 
French are not good colonizers, and 
that they are allowing their vast pos- 
sessions, scattered here and there over 
the world outside France, to remain. 
as they were when they obtained | 
chem.

are covered with railroads. There is 
a line about as long as from Philadel- 


east through Algeria, with branch 
lines to the north and south, connect- 
ing the ports with all parts of the 
Tell. 

Algeria alone has now more than 
two thousand miles of railways, and 
its railway receipts are between six 
and seven million dollars a year. There 
is a heavy freight traffic, and the sec- 
ond and third-class passenger cars are 
always well filled. There are sleep- 
ing coaches at high rates between 
Oran and: Algiers, and one can g0 


excursion certificates are of the size 
of a legal document and quite as im- 
posing. 

Baggage Arrangements. 

Only about seventy pounds of bag- 
gage are allowed free, and everything 
must be weighed. There is a tax of 
2 cents for checking baggage, and the 
agent registers the weight whether it 
is below seventy pounds or not. The 
checks are not made of cardboard or 
brass, as in our country. They are 
merely receipts on a thin tough pa- 
per so arranged that one-half of each 
receipt can be given to the passenger 
and the other doubled up and tied with 
a string to the baggage. 

Most of the natives oarry their be- 
longings in bags not unlike coffee 
sacks, and much of the checked lug- 
gage is of that nature. At the depots 
the poorer Arabs throw these bags 
over their shoulders and march off 
with them. 

First and second-class passengers 
take numerous valises and bundles into 
the cars. I am now traveling with 
nine packages, and they all go into the 
car. At every stop and start the por- 
ters take all my stuff in and out for 
me, and the rates are so low that the 
cost of handling is little. Four cents 
is a big enough fee for one man, and 
one good lusty Arab can carry my

In Tunisia, which fs almost as big as 
the state of Illinois, there is now 
something like six. hundred miles of 
railroads. They ‘are mainly confined 
to the northern part of the country, 
although there are some lines run- 
ning down the east coast and inland 
to fertilizer deposits which lie there. 
These roads are all French, and the 
Tunisian government has recently au- 
thorized large appropriations for their 
extensions. 

A part of the Algerian system be- 
longs to the government, and another

Railway Trevei in Algeria. 

Railway travel in northern Afriéa is 
far different from that of the United 
States. In comparison with us these 
people are still a century or so behind 
Express trains do not 
make more than [5 or 20 miles an

‘utes behind every other time in order 
| that passengers may not get left. 


The methods of ticket selling and 
baggage checking are such that one 
should be at the train at least a quar- 
ter of an hour before starting, and 
he will then have to wait hia turn 
with a crowd of Arab soldiers and oth- 
ers, each of whom consumes at least 
two minutes at the ticket office and 
twice that time with the baggage mas- 
ter. If the ticket is a réturn, the 
ticket agent figures out a reduction of 
30 per cent off the regular fare, and 
makes a memorandum of the amount 
on a ledger as wel! as on the ticket 
itself.

Eating Arrangements. 


Within the past year or so dining 
cars have been put on some of these 
Algerian trains. Others stop at the 
stations for luncheon and dinner, and 
at every station there is a lunch room, 
called buvette. 

The usual rate for dinner is about 40 
cents, and for that sum one gets an 
excelleht meal with a quart bottle of 
white or red wine thrown in, Lunch- 
eons are often put up and brought to 
ithe cars at a cost of about 50 cents 
each. For that one gets two slices of 
roast beef or a half chicken, several 
bolled eggs, and also cheese, sweet 
cakes anc fruit. There ts always a 
quart bottle of wine put in. The wine 
is good and the food is excellent. 


Railroad Employees.

New Railroads for North Africa. 

The railroads of Algeria ahd Tunisia 
at present have a length of almost 
3,000 miles. The new lines projected 
number many th@usand miles more, 
and in the near future the railroad 
system of this part of the world will 
probably be several times what it is 
now. One of the most semarkable of 
the new schemes is fathered by the 
young khedive of Egypt... His majesty 
is rich and he has trouble investing’ 
his surplus. He proposes to build a 
railroad from Egypt to Tripoli which 
may be extended on around the Gulf 
of Gabes and thus connect with the 
railway system of Tunisia. 

Another scheme is to build a line 
through the Atlas mountains of Mo- 
rocco to Tangier, the two projects 
completing a great trunk line from 
the Nile to the Atlantic. The Morocco 
Scheme cannot be attempted in the 
present condition of that country, and 
it is doubtful whether the travel and 
freight of the region between Tripoli 
and the Nile would ever make that 
part of the road pay. The length of 
this trunk line, all told, would be 
about as long as from New York to 
Salt Lake City, and fully two-thirds 
of it remaing to be built. Here in Al- 
geria and Tunisia there are roads run- 
ning east and west abowt as far as 
from New York to Chicago, and in 
Egypt the khedive has already built 
something like sixty or seventy miles 
from the Nile westward.

One of the first lines to be constructed 
in Morocco wul be from Tangier, the 
port opposite Gibraltar, to Fez, the cap- 
ital. The distance is |75 miles, and at 
present all the freight between the two 
cities is carried on camels, donkeys and 
mules. Travelers usually go wpon 
horses, and they must always be accom- 
panied by soldiers or pay a tribute to 
the tribes along the way. 

Another scheme is to exteng the West- 
ern Algerian road, which now goes to 
Tlemocen, on to Fez. ‘This would con- 
nect the chief capital of the sultan with 
the French colonial railway system, and 
give Morocco access to almost 3,000 
miles of railroad communication. 

Still another road proposed is that 
from Mogador to Marakech and Fez. 
This would furnish Fez with a short 
route to the Atlantic ocean. This was 
the line favored by Si Mehdi el Menebbdi, 
the ex-war minister of the sultan. Both 
the French and the Germans are now 
after railway concessions in Morocco. 

Railroads Across the Sahara. 

More interesting than any of these 
schemes are those which are planned to 
connect the rich regions of the Atlas 
mountains with the Soudan, that great 
fertile, healthy belt of north Central 
Africa. The Soudan runs clear across 
the continent from the Nile to the At- 
lantic, and it is wonderfully rich In re- 
sources and people. The barrier, betwee.i 
the two regions is the great desert of 
Sahara, which is as long as the Mediter- 
ranean, and as wide as from the At- 
lantic ocean to the Rockes. It is In thig 
Mesert that I am now writing. I have 
ridden for many miles over its Trooky 
Wastes of stone and sand, and have 


On the Libyan Deserts. 

A part of this route goes along the 
Mediterranean through the Libyan 
desert. The khedive has traveled on 
horseback Over this section, and was 
surprised to find that the country has a 
rich soil, and that it once supported a 
large population. Everywhere he went 
he saw the remains of the Romans. 
There were ruined towns and villages, 
and enough stones in them to build a 
hundred new  setlements. Here and 
there he crosseq rich oases, and he has 
advanced the opinion that his road will 
pay. The part already built fs now do- 
ing so, and he has widened the gauge 
to accommodate the traffic. If it should 
ever be completed to Tunisia, and the 
Moroceo extension made, it woulg bring 
Africa within four hours of Europe by 
way of the strait of Gibralter, and there 
will be a probable connection with Asia 
by a road which might be built from 
Cairo to connect with the lines now. 
going south through Damascus and Jeru- 
salem. 

Morocco’s Railway Possibilities. 

As to Morocco, that country will event- 
vally form a live fied for railroad en- 
gineers. It fis now in such an unsettled 
state that .ue gowers wiii have to t&ike 
hold of it within a short time Both 
life and property are unsafe, and it is 
impossible for foreigners to travel 
through it. 

Morocco is one of the richest countrie? 
of Africa, and one of thé worst governed 
and most backward. It has ten or more 
million population, and it is said to be 
far richer than either Algeria or Tunisia. 
Excepting the French fegions of the 
desert of Sahara, Morocco is almost as 
large as those two countries put to- 
gether, an@ it has no roads nor any 
highways of communication except

bridle paths. It has some large cities, 
such as Fez, Marakech and Mekinez, and 
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cliimbed the mountains and plateaus 
which are found here and there in many 
(parts of it, 

The Sahara itself is neither jevel nor 
low. Tt has vast plains where the sand 
Siretches cut on every ede to the hor- 
izon, but there aro many places where 
the country is rolling. There are gorges 
along the beds of dry rivers, there are 
mighty bluffs of stone and no end of 
hills and mountains. I am in sight of 
the chief range of the Atlas at Biskra, 
and its hills are Gryer than the Sahara 
itself. I rode for several hundred miles 
slong the range which s¢parates Algeria 
and Morocco. The eands of the desert 
go to the foothills and pile up there in 
great masses, while the slopes above are 
absolutely Dare of vegetation and al- 
together arid. : 

The average level of the Sahara 
throughout is as high as that of the 
Elue Ridge mountains in Virginia. There 
gre but few places where it drops to 500 
feet above the sea, and only one or two 
in which it falls below sea level. Lake 
Chad’ itself ts several hundred feet 
above the ocean. 

In the lower part of the central Sa- 
hara, on the upper edge of which I am 
row writing, there is a plateau extend- 
ing from northwest to southeast, which 
-is on the average more than 2,000 feet 
high, and upon it there is a mountain 
range which rises in places to almost 
10,000 feet. The mountains ara so 
high that they are crowned with snow 
in the winter. 

In the western Sahara the country is 
almost equally rough, and there is 
mucl. rolling land in the desert of Libya, 
at the east. 


A Poor Piace for a Railway. 


In addition to its rolling character, 
the desert offers many . obstacles to 
railroad bailding. One is the long 
stretches over which the track must go 
withcut water, and another its the enor- 
mous cost of hauling the fuel. At Co- 
lom Bechar, the terminus of the road 
which the Freneh are building south- 
ward toward Timbuktu, coal is now 
worth $20 a ton; and, unless mines can 
be found along the line of the route, a 
cheaper fuel must be obtained or the 
extersion abandoned. The stations at 
fresent are chiefly at the oases: but 
even there the pipes which supply the 
vater tanks are wrapped with straw to 
retard evaporation and every means is 
used to insrvase the waiter supply. 

The Sahar. itself can furnish but lit- 
tle support for a railroad, It is peppered 
with oases, but the fertile spots are far 
apart, and it ig only in such régions 
as the Fezzan, Twat and Tafiets where 
there are a large number of oases to- 
gether, that there will be many pagsen- 
gers Or much freight. The Sahara has, 
all told, about 80,000 square miles of 
oases, but these are scattered over a 
region larger than ®Wurope and many 
of them are ineccessible except to cam- 
els. 
The freight of the desert is chiefly 
made up of fates, grain and alfa grass, 
Some tobacc? and cotton are raised in 
the southrn Sahara, but not enough to 
form a ,freight item; and the salt 
raines, which now suprly a part of the 
caravan loads, would not make a great 
traffic. 


The Soudan. 


The Soudan, at the south of the Sahara 
ia far different. It hag an enormous pop- 
ulation of native blacks. No one knows 
how many’ there are, but the probability 
is that they number between fifty and 
one hundred nifllion souls. There are 
something like twenty-five millions in 
Nigeria alone, and the French anq Ger- 
man provinces contain many millions 
more. There are big towns there, such as 
Kuka and Kano, which are now carayan 
centers, and others, such as Timbuktu, 
whieh were tities once, and which weuid 


ar 


a 


be great again if a railroad could be 
bullt to them. 

At preserit the caravan trade is falling 
off. The trains of one thousand or more 
camels, guarded by soldiers, which used 


a half million dollars’ worth of goods, con- 
sisting ef ivory, gold dust and slaves, 
have dwindled to trains containing one 
handred camels or less, and the caravan 
trade diminishes every year. It still car- 
ries some European merchandise across 
from Tripoli, Tunisia and Algeria to th? 
Soudan, but most of the goods for that 
section go to the ports of west Africa tv 
steamer and are taken by railroad and 
rivers to the headwaters of the Niger. 
The Route to Timbuktu. 

Indeed, one can now go from the United 
States by steam vessels to Senegal, ana 
thence by trains and steamer to Timbuk- 
tu. That city is not far from the Niger, 
and is the terminus of the caravan rout?s 
from Tripoli, Morocco and Algeria. It 
Hes a thousand miles almost directly 
south of Colom>b Bechar, the end of the 
Western Algeria road into the Sahara, 
and the French have surveyed a route to 
it. If this {s completed it will give tha 
vagt Niger system direct railroad con- 
nection with the Mediterranean. 

The Niger is navigable during a large 
part of the course. It is as long as ths 
Mississippi! proper, and its basin ifs one- 
third the size of the whole United States, 
The French are building several other 
roads, in addition to the one which con- 
nects Senegal with Timbuktu, t oreach 
that river. One of these is through 
French Guinea, another goes through 
Dahomey, and a third goes inland from 
the Ivory coast. Altogether they will 
unite the Atlantic with the Niger, and if 
the Colomb Bechar desert road is ex- 
tended Timbuktu may become the Chi» 
cago of the Soudan. 

Roads to Kuka and Kano. 

Another railroad center will be at Kuka, 
That city lies on Lake Chad, perhaps a 
thousand miles farther eastward. sSur- 
veys have been made to extend the Bisk- 
ra road to that point, but so far less then 
two hundred miles have been built, and 
almost two thousand remain to be con- 
structed. This road would go through 4 
number of oases, and would largely fol- 
low the lines of the present caravaag 
routes. 

Another Trans Sahara road is planned 
to start at Blidah, in Algeria, and term- 
inate at one of the bends of the Niger in 
Bornu or Hausaland. The distance in 
this case would be less than seventeea 
hundred miles, and the road woula pa 
allel the Biskra line until it réached thé 
center of the desert. 

I Go not mean to say that any of these 
roads will soon be completed. They are 
all dependent on water, cheap fuel and 
other conditions. The Biskra and the 
Colomb Bechar roads have already been 
built far down into the sands, but ther 
extensions are as yet uncertain. The 
French surveyors have gone carefuliy 
over the two routes, and they have fu~ 
nished not only surveys, but working 
pians and the probable cost of operation. 

It is estimated that it will require about 
$2,000. per kilometer, or six-tenths of a 
mile to construct any of these roads 
through thé desert, and that the earninrs 
will be about $2,000 per kilometer. Tre 


running expenses of one train a dag 
would be a little over a thousand dollars 


}per kilometer, and on tl@se e-@mates the 


roads might pay. The cost of the fual, 
Mowever, is such that the running ¢x- 
penses are probably greatly underests.

The average ¢ost 
per mile of railroad construction in’ Es 
rope is almost $100,000, and the averags 
cost per mile for the rest of the world is. 
almost $60,000. It is difficult to see how 
a trunk line through the desert of Sahara 
could be gonstructed at a less cost than 
the average rate for the rest of . the

W chapter the history of four 
strong, healthy, brawny Scots, 
who came to America twenty-five years 
ago, was pra3Stically finished yester- 
day when the remains of one of the 
quartet were taken from a lonely grave 
in Westview aed laid beside the body 
of one of his companions whose death 
some twelve years ago made the first 
vacancy in a companionship of many 
years’ duration. 

A quarter of a century ago Arthur 
Wackson, David Walker, James Mr- 
_ Whirter and Andy McElroy, four train- 

, competent and successful stone cut- 
ters, bade kith and kin in Bonny Scot- 
land adieu and set their faces toward 
the setting sun. 

Jackson, Walker, McWhirter and Mc- 
Biroy had been reared within a stone’s 
throw of each other and when they 
came from their old homes it was with 
@ compact known by parents and kin- 
folks generally that each would be a 
brother and guardian to the others in 
the new land they were seeking. Each 
knew the worth of the other and neither 
had a doubt that that compact would 
ever be *ioken by anything less than 
death. Reaching New ‘York the four 
Zaends heard of the Georgia marble and 
ySranite beds and within a short time 

their kits of tools were being unpacked 
in the north Georgia marble fields. 

There they found plenty of work and 
within a short time these same Scots 
Were recognized as among the best and 
most reliable workers in that section. 
Sober, industrious and loyal to the trade 
they had learned sv well, they all prds- 
pered and as they prospered financially 
that bond of friendship prospered too. 
By carefully husbanding their earnings 
they were within a short time compara- 
tively independent, and then it was that 
they came to Atlanta to make this city 
their home for ‘life. Here they made 
many friends, by whom they were highly 
prized and by whom they were well 
treated. 

But new friends had no effect upon 
the Hfelong companions’ regard and love 
for each other. 

Not even the marriage vows pledged 
by two members of the group disturbded 
in any way that old bond of friendship. 

Walker Died in 1895. 

But in 1696, some twelve years ago, 
death came to the quartet and David 
Walker was laid to rest in Westview, 
his three companions attending the 
burial. Before Walker was Iaid to rest 
the three survivors purchased a lot in 
Westview for four graves, the idea be- 
tng that when death had taken the last 
‘ef the quartet the bodies would be laid 
side by side. 

Walker’s death had a saddening effect 
.» upon McWhirter, McHiroy and Jackson 
“ana within a short time Jackson return- 
ed to his ol4 home to rejoin his parents, 
who are yet living. McElroy and Mc- 
Whirter, however, remained near the 
grave of their departed companion, their 
thoughts frequently divided between the 
two missing companione—one dead, the 
other back in their native land. 

Gome time after Jackson went away 
‘McWhirter became a successful and 
leading contractor fn Atlanta, while Mc- 
Elroy found remunerative employment 
among the stones at, the federal bulld- 
ing. Three years ago, about, McElroy 
induced Jackson to come back to At-

lanta and upon his return he accepted 
a place with McWhirter, directing the 
execution of some of his contracts. The 
reunion was a most pleasant event in 
the lives of the three Scots, but it was 
saddened whenever the mind of either 
reverted to Walker and his grave. 

Not long after Jack&Son came back Mc- 
Whirter’s health began to fail. and 
eighteen months ago death again in- 
vaded the circle. McWhirter’s death was 
peculiarly sad. He was a strong, ro- 
bust specimen of manhood and was one 
of the most popular men in the city. 

The white plague seized him and dur- 
ing his illness he made one of the most 
valiant fights imaginable against that 
dread disease and death. His two friends 
clung closely to him while the many 
friends he had made tn Atlanta rallied 
about him. He was given every possi- 
ble attention, and was finally persuaded 
to take toa tent life in the country, where 
his existence was prolonged and where 
numbers of his friends visited him al- 
most every day. McWhirter, like every 
other member of the quartet, was of a 
jovial, light-hearted nature. He possess- 
ed a magnificent voice, and as long as 
he could sing he used to entertain the 
friends wha came to his tent. Up to the 
very last his melody echoed over the 
hills about hig tent, and it may be truth- 
fully said of him that he practically sang 
himself to sleep. 

McWhirter’s deth reduced the original 
quartet just one-half, and Jackson and 
McElroy began conjecturing as to which 
of the two would go next. 

But when sepulchre was given Mc- 
Whirter it was not in the lot where 
Walker’s body rested. McWhirter had 
married and his family had purchased a 
lot near by and in this his remains were 
rested. 

Died of Broken Heart. 

Both McElroy and Jackson felt most 
keenly the death of their second friend 
and lifelong companion. 
Jackson wounded by that second death. 
He refused to be comforted by his re- 
maining companion, and within a few 
months he, too, went'into that great be- 
yond, leaving McElroy alone in the land 
of their adoption. It has been said that 
Jackson literally died of a broken hearts 
He was especially fond of McWhirter, so 
fond that McWHWlroy’s staunch friendship 
could in no way revive or help him. 

When Jackson closed his eyes in his 
last sleep preparations for his burial in 
the lot for four beside Walker were 
undertaken. It was thén ascertained 
that in some way the title to the lot 
rested in Walker, and that Walker's 
father being his next: of kin had fallen 
heir to it. It was necessary to obtain 
consent of the owner to open a grave 
on the plat, and as the papers had to 
go to Scotland for that purpose, McEl- 
roy bought a single grave into which 
the remains of his last friend were low- 
ered to await negotiations with Walker's 
father in Scotiand. Twice the papers 
necessary went over to Scotland and 
twice they came back in an incomplete 
condition. A few days ago the papers 
reached Atlanta once more, and this time 
they were in shape. Andy McElroy at 
once secured the services of an under- 
taker and yesterday had Jackson's body 
taken from the single grave and laid be- 
side that of Walker, who was the first 
to die. Mr. McElroy’s family and the 
family of Hugh Crawford, with several 
of Jackson's friends in the city, were 
present when the final interment took 


place

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GAMBLING IN A 
AT MONTE CARL 


The Spirit of Chance Simply 
Permeates Everything, — 


Men and Women Who Have Never 
Made a Wager Impelled to Risk 
Money When They Go to 
Monte Carlo—Many Pops. 
lar Ideas Disproved. 


Special Cable. 


Monte Carlo, May !8—The fascination 
of Monte Carlo is undoubted; it even 
holds certain SWay over the most aus- 
tere antigambler. Men there are who 
have never been atracted by race meet- 
ings and have never registered a single 
bet; and yet have felt drawn toward 
Monte Carlo. There is something in the 
air, some secret charm that marks it 


ble. 

Why? Well; I think principally because 
it is El Dorado to most people; it con- 
jures up the vision of wealth beyond 
the dreams of avarice. The thought of 
what a successful “‘coup’ may éo for 
you is sufficient to make the heart go 
quicker, to send the blood coursing 
through the veins in a tinge of excite- 
ment and anticipation. You have only 
to find the number; or a combination of 
numbers, three, four, or five times, and 
the whole of your holiday expenses are 
paid—how much more depends, of course, 
upon your stake—and presently you have 
in your possession more money; in one 
great glittering heap, than you have 
Carned by the preceding twelve months’ 
labor. Is not that exciting? Does it 
not keep you on the tenter-hooks of ex- 
citement? 

I have revisited Monte Carlo these last 
few days—after an absence of some years 
—ang I want to express my emotions. 
Much, very much, has been written of 
the metropolis of roulette, but most of 
the descriptions are inadequate and mis- 
leading. ‘ Then, too, there {s one’s men- 
tal picture of the place, founded on what 
one reads and imagines a gambling pal- 
ace to be. Most people, I think, sup- 
pose the Casino of the little principality 
to be standing loftily in its own grounds, 
perched in solitary grandeun upon a 
promontory jutting far out into the blue 
Mediterranean. 

But it is not so at all. The Casino 
stands high upon a cliff overlooking the 
Sea, but so does the whole of the town. 
The gardens are by nO means spacious. 
The famous terrace is @ comparatively 
narrow strip, fronting the sea—this ter- 
race upon which the suicides (such as 
there are) occur under the cold stars 
of heaven and to the soft murmur of 
the Mediterranean. It is a pretty gar- 
den, set with trees and shrubs and a 
winding path or two, but it has not those 
deep, mysterious recesses with which 
popular imagination has endowed it. 

Drawing Room Gambling. 
Neither is the gambling house set upon 
a lonely hill; {t is flush with the street; 
in front of it are restaurants, and, flank- 
ing it, are hotels. A mob of pigeons fly 
about it, as if it were the royal ex- 
change. In a sense it {s, no doubt for 
you can exchange your wealth for coun- 
ters, 

Before the Cote d'Azur rapide thun- 
dered into Monte Carlo with me amongst 
its passengers. I had fondly imagined 
a wild ecene of gaiety {n the rooms, of 
the strenuous life of excitement on the 
very strenuous pitch. I rad tmagined 
Parisian cocottes in surprising hats and 
amazingly low-necked dresses. I had 
certainly expected to hear peals of stri- 
dent laughter from painted Jezd@bels in 
the intervals of ogling men and stealing 
their winnings; there would be smoking, 
of course, by the two sexes, and every 
one would wear a desnerate and fever- 
ish, if not a villainous air—the sinister 
glare of vultures busy with the carcass, 
or the dreadful look of the hunted beast. 

All this I have certainly read about !n 
the novels of the day, but what I saw 
was quite different. The whole atmos- 
phere of the Casino is solemn to a de 
gress. You feel you are in a salon, not 
in a mere gaming place—a ‘“‘place,”” sure 
the meaning of the act—and with the 
ceremoniousness of some old city bank 
about it. Yow are not admitted until 
you have produced your card It is care- 
fully scrutinized, and, if the result is 
satisfactory, a hexagonal mpasteboard is 
presented to you authorizing you to en- 
ter and lose your money—as you are 
boung to do if you stay there long 
enough. Most people hope to get away 
before that happens. 

Particular About One’s Appearance. 

They are very particular about your 
appearance; there must be no mud on 
your shoes, and your trousers must not 
be turned up. I suppose this latter rule 
haé strictly to do with appearances until 
an old “‘habitue’’ enlightened me. “It is 
to prevent coins from being secreted,” 
he said; “It is so easy to drop a coin 
down in the turned-up part.’’ For the 
Same reason, one cannot take in a hat 
Or umbrella; both can so readily be con- 
verted into a money box. 

Notices are prominently displayed inti- 
mating that tickets of admission can be 
withheld or taken away without any 
reason being given. 

Might Be Lloyd’s. 

Having successfully obtained the ticket 
you pass into a solemn-looking hall, set 
with columns, and discreetly lighted 
from above. This might be the entrance 
to Lloyd's, or any great commercial] in- 
It is eminently 
somber, respectable, and low-toned. With 
coat and hat deposited in the ‘‘vestiare’’

Drivers of Fumiture Vans 
Strike at Vienna 


Special Cable. 

Vienna, May !8—A genera] strike of 
the packers ang drivers of furniture 
vans employed by removal contractors 
led to amusing scenes in the streets. 

A large proportion of Viennese change 
their residence in May, and the strikers, 
who are well organized, took advantage 
of this fact to demand higher wages and 
to demoralize the removal operations 
which were in progress in all parts of 
the ctly. ' 

Nonunion men were employed by the 
contractors, and the city authorities pro- 
vided an escort of mounteg police for 
every van load of furniture, while other 
policemen sat with the driver, ‘I'hese 
imposing processions caused great 
amusement. | 

In some cases the strikers induced the 
nonunionists to unharness the _ horses 
and abandon the vans full of furniture 
in the street. Many unfortunate’ house- 
holders were forced to sleep in empty 
fiats. Several vans in ‘tthe suburbs, 
which were without police protection, 
were overturned by strikers, the scatter- 
ed furniture completely blocking the 
tram lines. rer ag

You cannot gamble away your 
next vear’s rmecsne or yo': ,atrimonyv 
because such assets as cheques and 
promissory notes are not considered at 
Monte Carlo. It is money down, and 
none other is accepted. 

Gambling Clubs. 


The real danger of the littoral is not 
Monte Carlo, but the multitude of so- 
called private gambling clubs, which 
have sprung up at Nice and elsewhere. 
The government has made efforts to sup- 
press these ‘‘tripods,’’ where cheating of 
the most outrageous sort gves on, but 
such ‘pressure has been put upon the 
police that they have been obliged to 
desist. In consequence, these spurious 
clubs—admission to which is the merest 
formality—flourish like the green bay 
tree. Deplorable are the results. 

local tradesmen, who are  <debarred 
entrance at Monte Carlo by the regula- 
ions, join these gambling clubs, which 
have merely to make a formal declara- 
tion to the prefect to be immediately 
licensed for their nefarious operations. 
Often a villa is hired for the express 
punpose of turning it into a club. The 
public is attracteq thereto, and is speed- 
ily plucked of its capital. Bankruptcy 
follows. Many of these southern resorts 
could tell a melancholy tale of residents 
ruined by the fatal green oloth mgpread 
for them in “soi-disant”’ private, social 
institutions. ‘‘Anti-social’’ would be near- 
er the correct label. 

Monte Carlo, on the contrary, is a place 
where one goes with the deliberate in- 
tention of risking a certain amount of 
capital on the tables.

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FRENCH NAVAL SQUADRON 
AT JAMESTOWN EXPOSITION

; ARIS, May 1!8.—To represent the 

Pp republic at the Jamestown tercen- 

tenary fetes, a Fretich naval. di- 
vision shortly will sail for the United 
States. The minister of marine has. not 
yet decideg definftely upon the composi- 
tion of the division, but its supreme 
officer will be Rear Admiral Thierry, 
commander-in-chief of the naval division 
Stationed in the Atlantic, and he will 
hoist his flag on the Kleber. 

Admiral Thierry was born a mariner 
(so to apeak), for he first saw the light 
at Brest, and the Bretons and Normans 
have ever been foremost 6n-the roll of 
French naval glory. He has just turned 
his fifty-ninth year, and has been on ac- 
tive service since 1864. He was lieuten- 
ant on board the Oise, when that ill- 
fated ship floundered in a cyclone off 
Tamatave, in 1885. Thierry was tried 
by courtmartial, ang not only was he axc-' 
quitted, hut was complimented on his 
gallant behavior. He has been captain 
of the du Chapla in the Mediterranean 
squadron ahd of the Courbet in the 
Channel] squadron. In December, 1905, 
he was raised to the rank of rear ad- 
miral and major general of the marine 
at Cherbourg, and since November of 
last year has commanded the Atlantic 
Ciision with the Desaix as his flagship, 


and very appropriately baptized by these 
names in order to perpetuate the touch- 
ing affection which existeq between the 
Generals Desaix and Kleber, who were 
companions in arms, heroes of unsullied 
fame, and who fell on the same day— 
Desaix at Marengo amid the thunder 
of battle, and Kleber at Cairo by a 
fanatic’s dagger. 

Jean Baptiste Kleber was a true son 
of the: revolution. His father was a 
stonemason, and he was left an orphan 
at an early age. In !789, when he was 
36 years old, he entered the. national 
guard, and four years later he was a 
general -of division. His troops wor- 
shipped him, and called him “Mars in 
untform.’’ Benaparte wsed ,to say, 
“There is nothing in the world so fine 
as Kleber on the day of battle.’ 

The Kleber is an armoured cruiser 
of 7,700 tons, and 17,100 horse power. 
It was laid down at Bordeaux in 1!902. 
Its armament consists of eight 6-inch 
and four 4inmch guns and others of 
lesser caliber, and it carries two torpedo 
tubes above water. Its engines are fit- 
ted with Niclausse boilers, which give a 
speed $f 21 knots. Its dimensions are 
426% feet by 58% feet.

THREE HORSE STORIES. 
What is said to have been one of the 
most surprising feats of horsemanship 
in all Ireland is credited to the late em- 
press of Austria. After a desperate 
chase a fox leaped the wall of May- 
nooth college, where the students were 
meditatively pacing to and fro.

In that era the | 
pitcher was compelled to stand flat-foot- | 
ed in the box and deliver the ball with 
both feet on the ground. To raise either 
foot was construed as a balk. In the de- 
livery the arm: had to swing alongside 
the body and at no time could the hand 
carrying the bajll be brought. higher 
than the hip. And a violation of those 
rules in any way meant a base by a 


dalk. } 

How would Rube Zeller, Castleton, 
Red Fisher, Breitenstein, Phillips and 
other stars of today like to take that line 
of work on. 

Well, not much, I guess. 

And yet there was Spalding, Bradley, 
Radbourne and Clarkson dnd@ a score 
who worked in that time most suc- 
cessfully. They could fool the batter 
just as well as he is fooled, but oc- 
casionally the best men of that era 
would get their bumps and then the box 
on the score boards for the total would 
have to be much larger than it ts now. 

In those days the ball was livel y— 
something like a live wire to the pitcher 
it was when the batters got next to 
him. The heart of the sphere was rub- 
ber an@é when a good clouter got his bat 
against it squarely there was usually 
something doing in the way of base 
running. ’ 

But before the seventies run out the 
old style began to fade in the face of a 


jerk, it might be called, for the want of 
a better name. The jerk was a faster 
ball than its predecessor, and while the 
rules of its delivery were much the same 


as the old rules, they were rules that 
mould ha easly evaded by the pitcher 


having a good control. The hand, and 
even the arm, were required below the 
Shoulder, but in that delivery the hand 
was allowed a wider range and the 
pitcher could swing or sweep it away 
from the body so far that it required the 
quickest eye to tell whether the delivery 
was actually made with the hand below 
or above’ tite hip. So thoroughly did 
Some of the pitchers acquire that line 
of work that the rule was changed so as 
to legalize any delivery with the ball 
below the elbow. Then the scores went 
dow@: and the batting was decreased. 


The people then, as they do now, wanted. 


a hit and get-away game. No-hit 
games, especially no-run games, weren't 
faddish at all and to mend matters the 
pitcher’s box was moved back 8 feet 
further and for awhile the evil was 
remedied.

|& lightning change artist and controver- 


sies between umpires anq pitchers came 
frequently during every game. The um- 
pire would call for a delivery under the 
shoulder, claiming that the ball hand had 
gone above the shoulder in making the 
Ditch. Of course, the pitcher denied hay- 
ing gone above the shoulder. 

And there you had it. There the issue, 
as the lawyer would say, was joined. 

The rule makers saw what it was com- 
ing to, and enacteg a clause in the play- 
ing code which practically said any old 
way will do just so the pitcher gets the 
ball over the plate. 

And that marked the third epoch or 
style, and there it stands today. 


But with the any-old-way: style the 
code required the pitcher to be 60 feet 
away from the plate as ft is today. It 
demanded, too, that the pitcher should 
keep one foot on the ground until he 
delivered the ball. It was then about 
1893. 

But with that constantly growing uan- 
<icap the baseball pitcher continued to 
erow and prosper, showing conclusively 
that no set of rules can prevent the de- 
velopment of something new each sea- 
son, and something better than anything 
which ever went before it. Showing. too, 
that the great strength of a ball team 
is its pitching staff, and that it wil] al- 
Ways be that same pitching staff. 

A few days ago I was talking with 
Charley Lamar, probably the best posted 
baseball authority in the south, about 
the changes in the game. Further back 
than any one of whom I have a knowl- 
edge Mr. Lamar can repeat the history 
of the game e had been talking of

Of course the game today is far and 
away faster than it was twenty-five 
years ago, and it would be folly to say 
{t was not. However, it is not the supe- 
riority of the player of today over his 
predecessor that has done it. But it is 
because individualism in baseball is now 
a relic of the past while team work, the 
réal science of the game, is the whole 
cheese. Base running, fielding, throwing 
and hitting were as good, as strong, and 
as scientific thirty years ago as they are 
today, though those features may have 
Deen limited compared to what they are 
now. But when it comes to comparing 
the pitching now and‘then I don’t think 
there is a boxman in the country today 
who can excel the work of Ramsey, Kil- 
roy, Ferguson, Radbourn or Galvin, of 
the old brigade. 
“Back in '66 it was pitching the ball, 
not throwing, as you have said. Under 
that style it was almost out of the 
question to generate much speed or to 
itch anything but a straight ball. 
ou probably remember the speed ac- 
quired by Al Spalding, of Chicago. It 
was absolutely marvelous. And even 
right here in Georgia there were some 
wonders among the amateurs. There 
was Captain Bob Dohme, afterwards 
a leading grocer of Atlanta, and Ed 
Payne, Atlanta's present tax collector, 
and a lad named Ford. Every one of 
these were masters of that old-style 
pitching, when pitching was pitching 
and not throwing. Ed Payne's tri-

And then Charley Lamar got on to 
the curve ball period and came mighty 
near demonstrating beyond a doubt 
that the curve’ was used right here in 
the Empire State of the South as early 
“FP. In speaking of that event, 
Mr. Lamar yesterday said: 
“With that port side jerk or twist, 
as it was then called, Frank Lincoln, 
(of Savannah, Woods of Atlanta, and 
Sneed of Knoxville were the best in 
the south. In those days Savannah had 
@ crack amateur club known as the 
Dixies. Lincoln and Foster—Foster 
was a Madison boy, a brother of Al- 
bert Foster—made the battery. That 
team did not lose a game during the 
season of ’77. Macon had one of the 
very strongest teams in the south. in 
‘77. Nothing was able to touch it, and 
yet the Dixies, with Lincoln and Fos- 
ter, gave the Central City boys an 
1! to 0 defeat.” 

Mr. Lamar recalls most interestingly 
the baseball tournament in Atlanta at 
old Oglethorpe park in °78, in which 
the Tullars of Atlanta, the Roans of 
Chattanooga and the Reds of Knox- 
ville took part. The Reds presented 
Jack Sneed for the box work, and he 
was a finish for the Tullars and the 
Roans. The same Sneed played pro- 
fessional ball for Memphis in the 
Southern League in !885. 

“The Dixies, she Tullars, the Reds 
and the Roans,” said Mr. Lamar, “were 
the best teams in the south at that 
time, but as the Dixies did not come 
to the tournament at Oglethorpe park 
the question of supremacy between 
them was never settled. 

“Then another thing figures in favor 
of that era of baseball. In those days 
the game was played with bare hands. 
There were no gloves for any one, 
there were no masks for the catchers, 
neither was there a pad or a buggy 
cushion as used today to help them 
out. Some of the work of the play- 
ers of that day uncolled was simply 
dazzling and nothing léss. Take Fos- 
ter as an illustration. With two 
strikes on the batter, Foster stood up 
to the pan and caught with his bare 
hands, having no protection whatever 
except a plate of rubber between his 
teeth which protected his mouth a lit- 
tle and maybe at times saved his 
teeth. However, that rubber didn't 
save his nose and his eyes. There were 
no pillows down at second base on the 
hands of that worker. So you may see 
that it required a man of courage to 
stop a ball shot down that way from 
the catcher to head off a base-stealer.”

S the result of the contention that 
arose out of-+Larry Hoffman's de- 
cision in the sixth inning of Fri- 

day’s game ‘between Georgia and Tech, 
when Chip Robert was called safe on @ 
close decision and two runs came in for 
the Yellow Jackets, there was no battle 
Between the two teams yesterday after- 


noon. 
The managers of both teams, with Pro- 
fessor Randle, athletic director of Tech, 
and Professor Sanford, who acts in a like 
capacity for Georgia, held a consultation 
at the Majestic hotel yesterday morning, 
the session lasting for three hourg with- 
out the differences being patched up. 
Georgia contends that the decision was 
way off, and asked that the game be 
thrown out entirely. ‘Tech refused to do 
this, but agreed to let the matter rest 
with a committee of arbitration, and for 
both teams to abide by the decision of 
such a body; that pending the action of 
the committee a game be played on Mon- 
day afternoon. In cage the committee 
should see fit to throw out the Friday 
game, the idea was to let the Monday 
battle go as a championship game and 
count instead of the first scheduled game. 
Georgia would not hear to this plan, 
and refused to play the game yesterday

unless the Friday game was declared 
null and void forthwith. This didn’t look 
good to Tech, and so the last deciding 
battle for the championship of this, 
the Empire State of the South, vanished 
as if it were never arranged. , 
The Tech authorities gathered. evidence 
from many of the spectators on the de- 
cision in question.

mel Heenan has never been given to 
Our readers. 

It was the most interesting battle 
ever fought between representatives of 
England and America, and for the 
largest stake ever fought for, in the 
prize ring until Wolf Bendog fought 
Jack Couper at Johannesberg, South 
Africa. 


The last deposit of £600 for this im- 
portant match was made on Decembe® 
26,. 1863, in London, completing the 
great stake of $10,000 that was fought 
for. Satisfactory accounts of the men’; 
training had been received, and both 
were said to be in good fighting trim. 

Heenan’s condition was said to be 
better. than King’s. The latter, it was 
thought, would efter the ring weigh- 
ing about 1&4 pounds. Heenan, it was 
thought, would weigh at least 10 
pounds heavier than when he fought 
Say ers. 

The betting tn London was,.6 to 4 in 
Heenan’s favor, while in New York it 
was 2 to |. The opinion prevailed that 
these liberal odds had been made in 
consequence of letters received from 
Heenan’s training quarters, with hints 
from his friends to get on at any price. 

The men were of one height, their 
reach about the same and the weight 
a few pounds in favor of Heenan. 
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sion was warranted by the making of 
the match with Heenan. 
Went to California. 

John Carmel Heenan was born in West 
Troy, N. H., May !, 1834, of Irish par- 
ents. He weighed 192 pounds and his 
height was six feet one-half inch. When 
the California fever wag raging, Heenan 
migrated thither to better his fortune 
and finally located at Benicia. Here it 
was he first gave promise of becoming 
one of the ornaments of the prize ring, 


King had fought four prise-ring bat- 
tles, winning three and losing one. 
Heenan had fought but twice, losing 
One and the other being declared a 
draw, showing that in actual expe- 
rience in the ring the advantage was 
with King. 

It was generally conceded that Hee- 
nan wag far the better sparrer of the 
two and was more active than King, 
while some went so far ag to say King 
Was no fighter at all in comparison 
with Heenan. The result of his battles 
did not warrant such a conclusion. 

Granted that he may have been in- 
ferior to Heenan in sparring, so he was 
in comparison with Mace, and yet he 
defeated that very clever boxer with a 
telling blow at the right momenz, 
which knocked the champion of Eng- 
land completely out of time and gave 
the belt to King, which he subsequent- 
ly relinquished. 

Acmitting that all the advantages 
were in favor of Heenan, still King 
got in just one blow—call it a chance 
blow or an accident, if you will— 
which ended the conflict at once. The 
Judgment of the most experienced men 
in the prize ring is not always to be 
depended on. 

When Hyer and Yankee Sullivan 
fought, the majority of judges looked 
upon it as a sure thing for Sullivan, 
and thousands of dollars were invested 
on their judgment, but Hyer upset 
their calculations in a short time.

King -aftér this 
was matched as ‘Jem Ward's Big In" 
with Smith, of Portsmouth, who forteit- 
ed at the second deposit. 

Clamp, of Newgate Market, was the 
next to stake money for a contest with 
King, but having taken stock of the 
*4uvenile big un,’ he thought discretion 
the better part of valor. and he also for- 
feiteq the first installment. King, find- 
ing he could not get on a match with 
any of the middleweights. challenged 
anybody for $!00 a side, which also met 
with no response. 

He was finally matched with Truckle. 
of Portsmouth, at catch weights. They: 
met November 27, !860,. and King won| 
fm forty-nine rounds, lasting one hour. ; 
In the following vear Jem Mace, having 
proved victorious over Hurst. was chal- 
fenged by King. and a match was made 
for £200 and the championship. to take 
Place in January, i862. Immediately 
after making. the match for the cham- 
plonship with Mace, Young Broome chal- 
lenged him and was taken on for £50 
a side, ang they fought a terrible bat- 
tle at Frimley. October 2!. 1861. Broome 
delng defeated in forty-three rounds in 
forty-two minutes. 

Immediately after this vicfory King 
went into training for his fight with 
Mace, which took place near Godstone 
on January !8 1862, Mace knocking 
King out of time in forty-two rounds, 
lasting sixty-eight minutes. On Novem- 
ber 26 of the same year King and Mace 
Yought again, when the result was re- 
versed after fighting twenty-one rounds 
tn thirty-eight minutes. 

Mace felt highly chagrined over his de- 
feat, and tried to banter King tnto an- 
other match, but it was no go, for King 
whut hig ears to all offers and resigned 
his claim to the championship. It was 
believed by a great many that King’s 
reason for declining Mace's offer was 
that he had one eye on Heenan, consid- 
ering. no doubt, that a set-to with the 
American would put more money in his 
pocket and add very much more to his 


Heenan, wh 
ceipt of the news 
ready immediately’, 
and embarked on b 
Asia, at Jersey City 
way rejoicing, with 
his many friends waf 
the rising sun. After 
eleven days he landed 
where immense crowds 
to get a glimpse of him an 
him vociferously. 

Was Lion of Day. 

He went to London, where he was 
made the lion of the day. He went im- 
mediately to his training quarters at 
Saiisbury to get himself into the best 
condition possible. Immense amounts 
of money were Irreely invested, chiefly 
at odds on Sayers, the Britishers hav- 
ing an idea thas a2 man could not be 
found to withstand such @ skilful and 
brave boxer as ine had proved himself 
to be. 

As the eventful day drew near excite- 
ment became _ intensified, and when 
April 16, 1860, had passed the people 
became almost fighting mad and sought 
the merest scrap of news in regard to 
the fight with the greatest avidity, so 
that it was difficult to supply the 
news.

April 28, the unwel- 
that the fight had 
taken place, but had resulted in an 
unsatisfactory manner, owing to the 
unfair interference of the crowd and 
the filght of the referee. On this be- 
coming known, what was excitement 
became anger, and England's motto, “A 
fair field, no favor, and may the best 
man win,” was ridiculed to the let- 
ter. A synopsis of this great fight may 
not be without interest just now. 

In the first round both played ‘possum 
to a great degree, each one trying to 
find out the other’s weak point, and it 
was some time before the first blow 
was struck, when Sayers got in his 
left terrifically on Heenan’s mouth. 
Heenan got the first fall, while Gayers 
was awarded the claim for first blood. 

In the second round Heenan got the 
first blow in and again got the fall. 
and the betting turned in his. favor 
2 to |. 

In the third round Heenan got the 
first knockdown by a tremendous blow 
on Tom’s mouth, sending him nearly 
through the ropes. 

The fourth round ended in a similar 
manner, the Americans being in 
ecstacies and the Bulls having the 
blues. Betting, 7 to 4 on Heenan. 

In the sixth round Sayers gained a 
point by administering a heavy .one 
with his left on Heenan's right cheek, 
when almost immediately it was ob- 
served that Heenan’s right shutter 
was closing. 

In the seventh round both treated 
each other with the utmost respect and 
behaved wearily. It lasted eighteen 
minutes, having been brought to a 
termination by a térrific counter from 
Heenan’s left on Tom's mouth, which 
sent him to the grass. | 

The eighth was another long round, 
ending in favor of Heenan, who knock- 
ed Sayers clean cff his feet. 

The ninth and tenth were shorter, 
and in the latter, on Tom coming the 
ducking dodge, Heenan came down on 
his back with the right. 

The eleventh and twelfth rounds were 
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The thirteenth was concluded by 
Heenan getting in one on ‘the jaw, 
which sent Sayers to mother earth. 

In the fourteenth, after a short struggle. 
Sayers managed to be uppermost in the 
fall. From this to the twenty-first round 
Heenan was first to the center; gaining. 
some advantage in each round. He was 
also anxious to force the fighting, but 
Sayers held aloof, evidently intending to 


eyes. The four succeeding rounds were 
almost counterparts of the few previous 
ones, saving that, instead of knocking’ 
Sayers down, he threw him heavify. 

In the twenty-sixth a terrific rally oc- 
curred, which set them both puffing, an} 
hostilities ceased for a minute or two tu 
sponge off and reffesh. On _ renewing, 
Tom got a nasty one on the mou . a ‘i- 
out a return, and got down to avoid pu- 
ishment. , 

From this to the thirtfeth round matters 
remained “as they were,’ except in the 
last. when Heenan threw Sayers heavily 
in the latter’s corner. In the thirty-first 
Heenan's peepers were noticed to be 
much swollen, and both had -bellows to 
mend. 

Heenan was strong on hispins, how- 
ever, while Sayers was very weak. Hepr- 
nan again knockd his man down. which 
he repeated in thetwo following rounds. 
Ir. the thirty-fifth, Heenan, who seemed 
to have got all his strength back, met 
Tom at the scratch and went to ha-d 
work quickly. Heenan leq off with his 
left and got heavily on Tom's mouth, and 
followed it with another in the same spo*. 
Some feinting then followed, when Hee- 
nan let go his right, catch™g Sayers just 
below the throat. A clinch, when Heo- 


nan threw his man, falling on him like 
a log. 

In the thirty-sixth Tom was slow in 
coming to time and fought Very shy. 
Tieenan got tn a couple of heavy ones ard 
finally threw Sayers heavily at the ropes 
amid great excitement and confusion. 

The several rounds from this to *he 
fortieth were fougnt under the most ex- 
siting circumstances, Heenan having the 
advantage in some respect almost every 
time,” and in the fortfeth Savers got 
through ‘the ropes to the outside of the 
ring and had a blanket thrown over hin. 

Referee Leaves Hia Port. 

The remiander of the rounds. owing -o 
the fact of the rine havine been broken 
‘in, partook more of the character of a 
free fight, the referee having ignobly lef: 
his post, and all was confusion worse 
confounded. | 

In what may be termed the forty-third 
and last round, Heenan, at the call of 
time, walked to the center, but Savers 
was sitting on a chair. not beia¢e allowed 
tc come up. Heenan nfdea rifeh for his 
man, Sayers getting up and putting him- 
self in position, but the crowd interfered 
and no blow was struck. Heenan went 
to his corner and took a seat, McDonaid 
advising him not to leave the ring until 
Savers had gone. 

Sayers, with the assistance of hfs sec- 
ends. got over the ropes and walked 
Sleowly away with a hand on each of 
treir shoulders. Heenan. who was dread- 
fully excited, calleg for him to come back 
— wing a 

eenan then jumped nimbl ? 
rapes and, after walking a ear ai 
commenced to run toward the railroad 
track, 600 yards distant, crossing two 
fences on his way and leaving many of 
his friends behind. The fight lasted two 
hours and twenty minutes. 

A whole chapter might be written on 
‘Heenan’s efforts to get another match: 
how the affair was compromised by each 
man getting his money back, with a fac- 
Simile belt, which, however, were never 
paid for and which Heenan had to re- 
turn; how both men were lionized in 
England; how Heenan wag almost 
deified in this country on his return on 
July 15, 1860: what rousing and largely 
attended exhibitions he gave in conjunc- 
tion with Jack McDonald and James 
Cusick, his tried friends and seconds 
and what large amounts of money were 
realized. 

King Accepts Chellenge,. 

For a year or more our hero located 
himself at New York, Washington and 
New Orleans, engaging occasionally in 
business, but all the time taking ath- 
letic exercise and developing his muscle. 
In the summer of 186). however, his 
pugilistio bump again manifested itself 
and he publicly challenged to fight any 
man in England for $10,000. King ac- 
cepted his defi. 

As the day approached for the men to 
go into training, fear as to the match 
not being genuine quickly subsided, and 
in racing circles the match created 
great interest, numerous bets of 6 to 4 
being laid on the Benicia Boy, whose 
appearance at Newmarket during the 
October meetings fully justified the con- 
fidence reposed &: him. A 

The day of the fight arrived and al! 
were in high spirits, for there was no 
sign of interruption, and the few coun- 
try people about gave every encourage- 
ment as to the prospect of bringing the 
pffair off. The company = streamed 
down the lane to the left of Wadhurst 
Station, and the conductors of the fight 
stopped in a valley about three-quar- 
ters of a mile off, where they began 
to prepare for action. ' 

In the meantime, two old-fashioned 
cottages were almost stormed, and the 
humbie occupants got fabulous prices 
for their chairs and stools, of which 
they cheerfully cleared their houses on

An inspection of two or 
three fields In the valley now took 
place, but after going over the ground it 
was found so sloppy and heavy that, 
after a careful search, higher ground 
was chosen, which commanded the most 
beautiful prospect for miles around. 

At length all was prepared and Tom 
King, amid the enthusiastic cheers of 
his friends, threw his cap into the ring 
and stalked into the center in a proud, 
defiant manner. Heenan followed a 
minute afterward and was welcomed 
with .acclamation by his partisans, ,Not 
the least interesting incident at this 
moment was the fact of Tom Sayers dl- 
vesting himself of his coat, and, In a 
yellow flannel waistcoat, commencing 
his duties as second to Heenan. 

During the period occupied in the se- 

lection of referee, Heenan and King sat 
in their corners, wrapped up to their 
eyes in horsecloths, quietly awaiting the 
result and occasionally stealing furtive 
glances at each other. A 
The Battle Starts. 
I|—Both men wore round the 
loins a leathen’ strengthening plaster, 
King’s being so low that it scarcely 
reached above the top of hig drawers, 
while Heenan’s was some inches higher 
up. King was very active in his move- 
ments, which took the backers of Heenan 
by surprise, as it was expected that Tom 
would perform flat-footed. 

The position in which King stood 
could scarcely be judged from the tactics 
he exhibited at first, he having orders 
to be moving, and consequently held his 
hands much lower than is usual at the 
commencement of a battle. They were, 
however, only held low when out of dis- 
tarace, which Heenan ‘soon discovered

when he tried to steal a march on Tom, | 


who then held ‘this hands well up and was 
as quick as a kitien. 

The appearance of Heenan was aston- 
ishing and formidable; exercise had de- 
veloped every muscle and tendon to such 
an extent that they had, as previously 
suggested, more the appearance .of mar- 
ble than flesh and blood. The volume of 
muscle shown on the Dust of Heenan 
ealled forth loud cheers, which were re- 
newed when he siretched out his for- 
midable arms, showing his ribs to have 
the leanness of a greyhound’s, but COv- 
ered with powerful thews and sinews. 
The abdomtnal muscles, where they 
could be seen above the waist plaster, 
were of great power. 

Ag they advanced, each took 
earnest look at his opponent and a smile 
of confidence was visible on the coun- 
tenance of each. Heenan walked 
straight to King, and evidently meant 
mischief and a determination to bring 
issue. 

King broke ground with great activity, 
and moved first to the right and then 
to the left with exceedingly good judg- 
ment. Several feints were made each in 
turn having a feeler. Heenan followed 
King to the ropes, where Tom dashed 
his left at the body, but was very short 
indeed, as Heenan got back laughing. 

Tom followed up and tried with both 
hands at the head, which attempts were 
neatly and prettily put on one side by 
Heenan in sucession, amid the cheers of 
his partisans. Tom tried again with his 
left. ‘but was short, and, ducking to avoid 
Fleenan’s return, he was caught by the 
American's left arm, and the “Farn- 
borough Hug’ was administered in full 
torce. 

Tom was in a most critical condition, 
his head being pressed against the Beni- 
cia boy's side, while Heenan's left arm 
was round King’s neck. the elbow being

Sayers weak and weary. and 
Heenan apparently fresh and vigorous. |

did not allow Tom to get down, but 
pulleg and hauled him al! over the ring. 

King tried all he kmew to extricate 
himself from his awkward position, but 
it was not until King had played tattoo 
on Heenan’s back, as well as placing 
several light ones below the belt. and 
(paying a passing visit to the facial re- 
gion that a slip on the part of Heenan, 
aggravated by the convulsive movements 
of King, brought the combatants to the 
ground ali of a heap, Heenan wpper- 
most. 

Amid tumultuous shouts from Heenan’s 
side of the ring and frantic appeals to 
the referee from those who had the in- 
terests of Tom King at heart and ex- 
ultant cries from the Americans that ft 
wes all over already. Tom was carried 
to his corner absolutely bewildered, and 
as if he had more than he bargaine@ for, 
while his seconds were very busy in his 
corner. The fighting in this round lasted 
two minutes. 

Round 2—hen time was called Heenan 
was ready. He walked t9 the center with 
great alacrity and smilingly waited for 
King to meet him. The latter had not re- 
covered from the squeezing in the pre- 
vious round and was blowing freely, as 
well as being much flushed in the face. 
|e lively, Tom,’’ was the order he re- 
celved before he left his corner. dnd 
lively he was, for he was all over the 
ring—first on the right hand side of the 
American, and, when Heenan followed, 
Tom was as far off on the left hand. 

Heenan, who sparred with great confi- 
dence, at length worke. King toward 
the ropes, screwed himself together and 


arms, but uwelling’ in his delivery. 
King invested with the left on the cheek 
and followed it up with a right on the 
jaw. Heenan countering on the cheek. 


The mettle of both was roused by these 
reminders, and their mutual passes for 
an opening were very rapid. King by de- 
grees crept within reach, and, jumping 
in, planted a heavy righthander on the 
jaw, making Heenan’'s teeth ¢hatter. 

A couple of harmless and rambling ex- 
changes were followed by Fom planting 
bis left on the nose, without any return. 
King ducked from a well-intended right- 
hander, anq Heenan, seizing the oppor- 
tunity, again got on the hug, but not so 
effectively as in the previous round, al- 
“age the hold was sufficient to enable 
him to cross-buttock Tom when he fell 
| heavily upon him.

Washington, D. C., May § 1t8.—(Spe- 
cilal.)—The war department has modi- 
ifled the specifications under which spe- 
cial ammunition for the forthcoming 
national rifle matcnes at Port Clinton, 
Ohio, will be manufactured. It was 
Originally contemplated that the ammu- 
nition should be manufactured under the 
Same specifications as that or@narily 
made for the use of the army. The 
manufacturers protested that this would 
tend to destroy all individuality and the

Pro- 
per credentials must be submitted with 
entry. Any military rifle and any am- 
munition can be _ used. The entrance 
fee is $1, post entry 50 cents extra. 

This is the third press match to be 
shot in connection with the National 
Rifle association fmatches and is under 
the‘joint auspices of the association and 
the Committee on Publicity of the Na- 
tional Board for the, Promotion of Rifle 
Practice. Last year there were fourteen 
entries and the first prize, a handsome 
silver loving cup, was won by Lieuten- 
ant Smith, a Clevelang newspaper man 
who went all the way to Sea Girt to 
shoot in the match, 

The first prize this year will be a tro- 
phy presented by ‘“‘Arms and the Man,’ 
the leading authority on rifle practice, 
to become the property of the winner. 
The second prize will be a life. member- 
ship in the National Rifle association, 
and in addition there wfil be three 
other prizes to be announced later. It 
is hoped that there will be a handsome 
trophy presented. to be known as the 
Press trophy and to be competed for 
annually. If the plan is successful, this 


riflemen could: see_ nothing to be gainea 
from shooting ammunition privately 
manufactured if it was to correspond 
as closely as possible to that made by

In view of these representations the 
department modified the specifications so 
that the contractors ‘‘will be- permitted 
all desired latitude as to the form and 
dimensions of the cartridge case, bullet 
and primer and no restrictions as to the 
primer composition will be required ex- 
cept that should the contractor elect 
to us® another primer composition than 
that used by the government, the re- 
loading contest will be modified to re- 
quire the cartridges to be reloadeq and 
fired but once a day until twenty rounds 
are fired.”’ . 

This is to determine: the effect of the 
primer composition on the cases as* af- 
fecting the life of a cartridge case for 
reloading. The bullets must be gauged 
and weighed by macninery only and be 
not less than 218, nor more than 222 
grains in weight. The powder charges 
must be machine measured and machine 
loaded. To determine the waterprcoting 
some of the cartridges will be immersed 
in, water for 24 hours, then wiped dry, 
allowed to obtain normal temperature 
and then fired. 

Four manufacturers were eligible and 
the department has ordered 350,000 
rounds from the Winchester Repeating 
Arms Company, 350,600 rounds from the 
Union Metallic Cartridge Company. and 
208,500 rounds from the United States 
Cartridge Company. The Peters Car- 
tridge Campany declined to accept an 
order. The remainder of the ammuni- 
tion used during the preliminary prac- 
tice ang in the matches will be manu- 
factured at the. Frankford arsenal. 


Rifle Shooting in Colleges. 


The National Rifle association of 
America has taken up the introduction 
of rifle shooting in universities, colleges, 
academies and schools. An opportunity 
will be, given-to organize clubs in all 
institutions of learning. These. rifie 
clubs will be divided into two classes, 
One composed of students in universities, 
colleges and institutions conferring de- 
grees, and the other of students attend- 
ing public. schools, academies, prepara- 
tory and private schools. It is proposed 
that these clubs shall practice indoors 
as well as outdoors and a code has 
been adopted for qualifications under 
both conditions. a 

Indoor work will be carriegq on with @ 
.22 caliber rifle or with reduced charges 
and the subtarget rifie machine; outdoor 
work with the United States military 
fie. Medals will be given for qualifi- 
cations on both !ndoor and outdoor 
ranges and the clubs will receive prizes 
for competitions among their members. 
Each club will consist of at least twen- 
ty members. Applications from such 
clubs. for affiliation with the National 
Rifle association must be approved by 
the proper school authorities and should 
be made to Lieutenant Albert §. Jones, 
secretary of the association, 299 Broad- 
way, New York city. 

It is: préposed to hold an intercollegi- 
ate and {ntefcollegiate competition ev- 
ery spring. The first will take place 
on June 21, 22, at the Creedmoor, N. 
Y., range, when the new handsome in- 
tercollegiate trophy will be competed 
for. Successful rifle teams are now in 
operation at Yale, Princeton, Cornell, 
Columbia and George Washington uni- 
versities, the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology, the College of the City of 
New York, and St. John’s College. It, 
is hoped that all of these will be repre- 
sented at the intercollegiate matches.

NINE WORKMEN WERE DROWNED 


As Result of the Capsizing of Pan- 
ame Canal Launch.

London, May !18.—The men employe. 
at the Woolwicn arsenal demonstrat- 
ed a second time today. to express their 
Gisapproval of War Minister Haldine’s 
policv of discharging a large percent- 
lage of the arsenal employees. They 
marched from the arsenal to Trafalgar 
Square. Only 2,000 men started, but 
they were joined by many other work- 
ers, including a large contingent of 
men and women from the army cloth- 
‘ing department at Pimlico, and nearly 
| 10,000 persons, augmented by thousands 
of spectators, finally lined up in front 
of the Nelson monument. 

Addresses were delivered by laborite 
members of the 
and a resolution was passed calling on 
the government to realize that the 
discharge of ten thousand men had 
reduced the arsenal output below peace 
strength. 

King Edward's reply to the petition 
of the labor men, through the home 
office, was then read to the assembly. 
In this his majesty expressed his grief 
and distress that the men were with- 
out -employment, saying also he was 
confident no man had been discharged 
whose labor the arsenal could profit- 
ably employ, and _ that 
would be done to mitigate the result- 
ant .hardships. The king said he had 
referred the petition to Mr. Haldine, 
with the expression of his personal 
wish to this effect. 

When the gathering was asked ff it 
was satisfied with this reply, the multi- 
tude cried loudly, “No.” 

The proceedings were very orderly.

The End of Blackbeard.

All the world has heard of “Black- 
beard,” the English sailor who, after 
having been a highly regpected officer 
in his majesty’s navy, turned pirate 
and raised the black flag against ev- 
erything afloat. 

This notorious sea robber, whose real 
hame was Teach, I believe, took his 
pseudonym from the fact that he wore 
a heavy black beard, which he was 
in the habit of doing up in two large 
braids and tying them up behind his 
ears. He was a man of gigantic pro- 
portions and of surpassing strength. 
His heart was as cruel as that of a 
tiger. Every now and then, when 
there was nothing else in sight, he 
would shoot one or two of his own 
men—just to keep his practice up! 

In the earlly years of the eighteenth 
century Blackbeard patrolled the wa- 
ters of Europe, but it finally became 
too hot for him there, and he struck 
out for the coasts of North America. 
How well he plied his trade in the new 
field is evidenced by the fact that 
from Nova Scotia to Florida he suc- 
ceeded in making his name a mortal 
terror. : 

In a captured ship of forty guns he 
entered Charleston harbor and held 
the town up for a large ransom. From 
Charleston he passed into the waters 
of North Carolina, plundering and 
slaying right and left, and in their 
distress thee “Tar Heels,” being able 
to get no aid from their own govern- 
or, Eden, appealed to Governor Spotts- 
woo of Virginia, to relieve them of 
the terrible pirate who was making 
their lives a living hell. 

Spottsvood did not listen to them 
so the appeal was in vain. Looking 
about for some one to put a quietus 
upon Blackbeard he found the person 
he wanted in one Robert Maynard, a 
young officer in his majesty’s ship 
|; Pearl, which happened to be lying at 
; the time In Chesapeake bay. 

Manning a couple of small craft 
with some sixty resolute men, May- 
nard set out early in November, 1718, 
in search of Blackbeard, and on the 
2ist day of the same month found 
him at Ocracoke Inlet, North Carolina. 
Blackbeard did not know what fear 
was. Young Maynard was as full of 
fight as a hungry wildcat, and the 
ball opened at once. The dancing was 
to the tune of “No Quarter’’ For 
over three hours Maynard and his six- 
ty men fought the pirate and his fif- 
ty associates. 

Blackbeard sprang to the rail of his 
ship and seizing a bottle of whiskey, 
drank from it and shouted: “Damna,r 
tion seize my soul if I give you any 
quarter or take any from you!” “T 
neither ask nor will I grant you any 
| quarter,” roared back Maynard. 

In the shallow waters of the Carolina 
; sound the pirate’s ship grounded, and 
‘Maynard made for her, intending to 
‘board her in the final death grapple, 
, but as the two vessels came together 
|Blackbeard anticipated his intended 
! movement and jumped aboard of him 
with sixteen of his‘followers. May- 
| nard had but thirteen men left by 
this time, but with these he tackled 
| the sixteen pirates and their desperate 
| leader. 
| Crossing swords with Blackbeard, 
Maynard succeeded in dealing him a 
death-thrust in the throat, and in the 
meantime his men had killed or 
wounded all of Blackbeard's follow- 
ers. 

With the sea robber’s head swinging 
by its long black hair from the bow- 
sprit of his little craft, Maynard sailed 
back to Virginia to receive the con- 
gratulations of the governor and the 
loving thanks of all the dwellers 
along the American seaboard.

Record, 


Rise in Southern 

(From The Manufacturers’ 
May 9.) 

The rise in value of all farm lands 
will continue as long as there exists the 
telling argument in such a fact that 
with a net value of farm products upon 
the capital invested of 25 per cent in 
the south ang 16.2 per cent in the whole 
country, it is seen that for every dollar 
received by the farmers of the whole 
country on the capital invested, southern 
farmers received one dollar and a half. 
But thi#@ not the only strong point in 
the case. The intensely cold winters of 
the north make out-of-door work impos- 
sible for several months of the year. 
They add largely to the cost of keeping 
live-stock ang to family expenses for fuel 
and heavy’ clothing. The mild weather 
of the south enables the farmer to work 
12 months in the year. It reduces the 
cost of live-stock raising to a minimum, 
as cattie can find good: grazing for a 
large part of the year; it makes the fuel 
bill for farmers an inconsiderable item, 
and it obviates the necessity of heavy 
clothing and many other expenses abso- 
lutely mecessary in all cold countries. 
Thus the southern farmers capital in 
1900 not only yielded to them a dollar 
and a haif for every dollar returneg to 
the farmers of the whole country by 
their capital, but, auued to this, there 
was a difference in the cost of living, 
which is so great that it must command 
wide attention as it becomes more fully 
unders ‘oad.

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WILL JOHNSON 
GETS MORE TIME 


The Prisen Commission Has). 


Given Full Consideration 
to Negro’s Case. 


Upon the suggestion and request of 
the prison commission, Governor Terrell 
yesterday granted a respife until June 
14 to Will Johnson, the negro sentenced 
to be hanged in ‘Atlanta on May 24 
for criminal assault upon Mrs. George 
Hembree. 


The purpose of the prison commission 
in asking this respite was to secure fur- 
ther time in which to investigate certain 
Other facts in connection with the case 
Growing out of the hearing. The com- 
mission has given the case practically 
full consideration from the negro's 
standpoint and now wishes to go into it 
More thoroughly from the standpoint of 
the state. 

The principal difficulty confronting the 
commission in this case was the effort 
of the condemned man to prove an 
alibi. The time book kept by the man 
who employed him showed that he went 
to work at 7 o’clock on the morning of 
the day on which the crime was com- 
mitted. The assault occurred shortly 
efter 6 o'clock at a point something 
more than two miles away from where 
the negro reported for work that morn- 
ing. The doubt, !f there was any, in the 
light of the other evidence against him, 
arose over the question as to whether 
he could have gone that distance be- 
tween the time the crime was committed 
and the time at which he reported for 
work. 

The respite granted by Governor Ter- 
rell will result in a pestponement of the 
action of the prison commission in the 
matger until its June meeting.

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HY SOUTHERN 


OPPOSES LOWER RATES 


Washington, May  !7.—(Specia!l.)—Mr. 
Thom, general counsel of the Southern 
Railway Company, when seen today in 
relation to the suits brought by his com- 
‘pany to contest the reduction of its rates 
by various states, said: 

‘In view of the litigation in various 
states in which this company is involved 
for the purpose of contesting the consti- 
tutionality of the reduction of its rates 
by state authority, I think a due con- 
sideration for public opinion woulg sug- 
gest that I give briefly a statement of 
the motives which have induced this ac- 
tion on the part of the management. 

‘Many people seem to have a grossly 
exaggerated idea of the earning capacity 
and of the resources of a railroad com- 
pany. On the other hand, the manage- 
ment of these properties knows the 
amount of the earnings. the amount of 
the expenses, and the necessity for im- 
proved service and increased facilities. 


Tt not only has duties to the owners of. 


its securities to see that they are reason- 
ably safe, and that their proper value is 
reasonably maintained, but it has also a 
duty to the progperity ard well being of 
the communities in which the company 
operates. 

Would Cripple Industry. 

“It is an unquestionable truth, and a 
truth which I am glad to see that the 
public is now gradually beginning to reai- 
ize, that the capacity of the transporta- 
tion companies in a section measures the 
productive capacity of the people of thai 
section. The farmers cannot producé mor3 
upon his farm, the manufacturer in ..is8 
factory, the miner from his mines, or the 
lumberman from the forests, than he can 
get carried to market. To limit, there- 
fore, the capacity of the transportation 
companies is to limit the productive 
capacity of all the people. and to crippl- 
the capacity of the transportation com- 
pany is to cripple the productive capacity 
of all the people. It is, therefore, to the 
public interest that the transportation 
capacity of these ratiroad companies 
should not be crippled, and it may be 


, stated as a universal truth that no sec- 
tion can be permanently prosperous that 
is not served by strong and prosperous 
transportation companies capable of 
growing with the growth of the section, 
and of affording increased facilities as 
the expanding energies of the peop's 
may require. | 

“Realizing the truth of these consid- 
erations, this company, in studying the 
'effect of the effofts made in various 
States to reduce its rates, has come to 
the conclusion that the revenues that 
would be left to it under the reducea 
rates would not only impair the value oa: 
its securities and the just interests orf 
the owners of the property, but would 
likewise seriously impair its ability to 
serve the public and to carry the com- 
merce tributary to itg lines. We feel 
that we will be performing an important 
service to the public, as well as a high 
duty to the owners of the property, if 
we can obtain from. the courtg such a 
decision as will assure the public of se- 
curity in raflroad investments and thus 
ectablish the credit necessary to pro- 
vide and maintain better transportation 
facilities in the south. 

“Under these circumstances the man- 
agement feels that the effect of these 
rate reductions js to deprive the company 
of the legitimate use of its property, and 
thereby to confiscate it, contrary to the 
constitution of the United States, and 
therefore that it is our duty to present 
the facts to the courts of the country so 
that they may De judicially inquired into 
and determined. 

“While doing this, however, we realize

‘Stock Market in New York Has Been 
in an Almost Torpid State All the 
Week — Professional Traders 
Had Market Almost En- — 
tirely to Themselves. 


——— 


-New York, May 18 —The attention of 
operators in stocks today was turned 
apparently from the wheat market, and 
was diverted to troubles more nearly 
concerning itself. The trouble of ming 
was due mostly to rumors and to in- 
ference drawn from undefined reports, 
rather than to actual developments. of 
prospects of additional note issues 
seemed to bear heavily on the specu- 
lative mind, ani unconfirmed rumors 
were afloat of some incursion into the 
field by industrial corporations of tho 
first class, where railroads hitherto 
have been the iargest seekers of ac- 
commodations. Inference was drawn 
from the report that New York Central 
interests were about to withdraw from 
the directorate »2f the Chesapeake and 
Ohio, which were hurtful to the stock 
and by sympathy to the general mar- 
ket. Some friction between New York 
Central and Pennsylvania - interests 
was implied in the rumors current on 
this transaction. Another center of de- 
pression was tha stocks of the New 
York public utilities, for which there 
Was no clear explanation beyond the 
old subject of the pending public 
utilities bill at Albany. The fall in 
prices of stocks was in progress while 
wheat was reacting sharply ine re- 
sponse to profit-taking on the wide ad- 


vances. The bank statement, while 
favorable, presented no unexpected 
feature, the cash increase confirming 
closely to the preliminary estimates 
and the small loan contraction helping 
the strength of the position of the 
banks. Active developments in the 
foreign exchange as usual on Satur- 
day, but the tone offering held firm 
here and fell a ‘raction in Paris, and 
kept alive the discussion of possible 
oxports of gold in the early fture.

The stock market in New York has 
been in an almvust torpid state this 
week, in common with the securities 
market at all great money, centers. 
Elements =.-of uncertainty in the 
financial and industrial outlook serve 
to keep down speculative activity, and 
the investment demand is’ not suffi- 
cient to make any impression on 
prices. The professional trading ele- 
ment have the market practically to 
themselves, and they follow an oppor- 
tunist policy, seizing on any special 
development to take a position in the 
hope that it may be the herald of some 
outside activity in stocks. These hopes 
have been disappointing, and the tem- 
porary fluctuations in prices have been 
sluggish and in constant . inconse- 
quence. A momentary sensation was 
caused in the middle of the week 
through thé publication of an alleged 
abstract of the intended report of the 
interstate commerce commission on 
the Harriman railroad combination, 
embodying the material gathered in 
the recent investigation. The bears 
sold stocks on the appearance of this 
report, and then rebought to cover 
short contracts. The incident failed to 
awaken any general interest in the 
market, either becausethe authenticity 
of the reports was questioned or be- 
cause the substance of them was not 
different from inferences that had been 
drawn at the time of the Harriman in- 
vestigation, and which had prompted 
the appropriation action in the stock 
market at the time. The 
served, however, to revive the consid- 
eration of the further activities, which 
are to be expected of the national ad- 
ministration in the prosecution of cor- 
poration abuses, and ih seeking ad- 
ditional control over corporation af- 
fairs.

Madrid, May !8.—The baptism of the 
heir to the Spanish throne, Prince Al- 
fonso of Asturias, who was born May ([0, 
occurred in the private chapel of the pal- 
ace here at noon today. 

The ceremonial at the baptism was 
even more imposing than that connected 
with the first presentation of the royal 
child.. The chapel of the palace had been 
richly decorated for the occasion. In the 
center was the famous baptismal] font 
of Santo Domingo de Guzman, and before 
the high altar were two benches covered 
with gold embroidered tapestry for the 
sponsors, 

Banners and Insignia. 

The walls were hung with tapestries 
and decorated with the banneérg and in- 
signia of the varioug royal orders of 
Spain. The starting of the procession 
from the royal apartments to the chapel 
was announced by a royal salute fired 
by a battery of artillery stationed in the 
court yard of the palace. The royal babe 
was carried in its nurse’s arms, accom- 
panied by the mistress of the robed, es- 
eorted fby Cardinal Rinaidini, represent- 
ing the pope, and was followed by the 
royal household, the king and the mem- 
bers of the royal family and the repre- 
sentatives of the foreign powers; includ- 
ing Prince Arthur of Connaugh, repre- 
senting King Edward; Prince J’rederick 
Leepold of Hohenzollern, in behalf of 
Emperor William; Archduke Eugene of 
Austria, representing Bmiperor Francis 
JJoseph, and the duke of Oporto, the 
representative of King Charleg of Por- 
gual.

Practical Business Backing. 

Rarely, if ever, has a movement been 
launched with surh tremendous en-/ 
thusiasm, backed at the same time by 
the conservative and careful business 
judgment of many men recognized to 
be among the most successful in the 
entire south. But great as were the 
practical results of this big commit- 
tee meeting, the deep-seated religious!

Each and every one of these was 
more than ready to give tha movement 
his own personal endorsement as well 
as that of his position as bishop, But 
the coming to Atlanta on a certain'‘date ' 
presented many difficulties and _  ob- 
stacles. Although the members of the 
committee realized this fact, they were 
willing to change their plans or do 
‘anything in order that all of the bishops 
might be brought together in. Atlanta 
for the launching of the proposition 
and presenting it before the people 
of Georgia in this way. After much 
changing of plans, both on the part 
of the committee and the bishops, 
Sunday, June 16, was decided upon, 
and every arrangement has been com- 
pleted for making this event a red let- 
ter day in Georgia. 

The Wesley Memorial hospital, which 
was incorporated March 30, !904, and 
the magnificent work which it has ac- 
complished, is already well known to 
Atlantans. Although the doors of this 
institution were first opened August 
16, 1905, so rapid has been its advance- 
ment that it is now recognized as one 
of the very best hospitals in Atlanta, 
Georgia or the entire’south. The hos- 
pital has been enlarged again and 
again to meet the growing require- 
ments and with the completion and 
realization of the present plans, this 
institution will offer advantages to 
all Georgians such as cannot be sur- 
passed anywhere in the country. 

The Hospital and Its Work. 

The hospital opens its doors to all 
without distinction and is ever ready 
to cooperate with others in its care 
for the sick. Some extracts from the 
last report made in November may give 
a better idea of this work, although 
the scope and the institution itself 
has been much enlarged and improved 
since the making of this report. The 
annual statemen: of the board of trus- 
tees at'this time was in part as fol- 
lows: 

‘Since November, |, 1905, 355 pa- 
tients have been admitted: Of* this 
number !37 were pay patients, paying 
as they were able, and i/8 treated as 
charity patients. 

“Our charity account for the year 
amounts to $5,113.94, making a total 
of $6,561.52 for 1905. Of the entire num- 
ber of patients received during the 
year, 344 have been dismissed, i90 
were cured, !00 improved, 40 unim- 
proved, !4 died. There has been dur- 
ing the year 275 operations with a 
death rate of six, making the remark- 
@ble showing of only 32.i per cent. 
These figures indicate a most credita- 
ble record for the hospital, and attest 
the excellency of our equipment, ‘the 
skill of our medical staff and the effi- 
clency of the management of the insti- 
tution. 

“For the past two years the annual 
conferences have recommended that a 
Christmas collection be taken in all 
our churches for the. hospital. This 
has been in many ways a distinct 
help to the hospital as shown in the 
folowing figures: From the first 
Christmas collection, taken in 1904, 
we have received ‘during the year 
$6,678.60, making a total from this col- 
lection of $27,247.39; from the last 
Christmas collection, $2,340.05; from 
three notes discounted, $21,310, making 
@ grand total of $50,879.44. Besides 
the money given, the collection has 
been a great advantage to the hospital 
in bringing the institution te the at

Anti.Saloon League Is Cause of the 
Trouble—Many Commissioners 
Are Opposed to Presbyterian 
Church Coming Out in 
Favor of the League. 


Columbus, Ohio, May !8.—Whether the 
genera] assembly. of the Presbyterian 
church shall endorse the effort of: the 
temperance committee to organize a 
church temperance federation,' or shall 
give its undivided support to the anti- 
saloon league, is a question which will 
be pressed for settlement before the as- 
sembly at the earliest moment, probably 
next Wednesday. 

The controversy, which was aroused by 
the organization of the inter-church tem- 
perance federation and the anti-saloon 
league over temperance legislation in 
@%s state, cropped out in the general 
assembly today, when Dr. David Wills, 
Jr., of Pittsburg, who had been appoint- 
ed chairman of the temperance commit- 
tee, resigned, and Dr. Henry EB. Dosker 
of Louisville was appointed chairman: to 
Succeed him, Dr. Wills refused to dis- 
cuss his reasons for resigning, but it 
Was said that he did not care to be in 
the thick of the fray. , 

Which Movement? 

The question of which movement the 
assembly will endorse will not be al-° 
lowed to go to the temperance commit- 
tee, however, if leaders in the assembly 
can prevent, although the matter {ts dis- 
cussed in the report of that committee 
to the assembly. The present plan is to 
bring the matter up in the assembly 
next Wednesday on the overtures from 
the presbyteries of (Carlisle, Chicago, 
Minnewauken and Phoenix. The presby- 
tery of Carlisle adopted a resolution de- 
claring that, in its’ judgment, the effort 
of the temperance committee to organize 
a church temperance federation is unwise 
and should be abandoned and that the 
church should give its hearty support to 
the anti-saloon league. 

The Chicago presbytery asks the gen- 
eral assembly to postpone,’ until after 
the first meeting of the National Inter- 
church Federation, any endorsement of 
the plan for a temperance federation of 
évangelical denominations. 

The Phoenix presbytery urges the gen- 
eral assembly to express its conviction 
that the anti-saloon league, both in its 
national and state work, “hag proven a 
most effective and aggressive instrument 
in promoting temperance reform,’’ that 
it is the’ sense of the assembly that the 
league should haye the hearty and loyal 
Support of the Presbyterlan and all 
other churches, and that it is inadvis- 
able to multiply the agencies in the field 
of temperance work. 

Outcome Is Doubtfal. 

That these overtures wil] receive strong 
Support is conceded but nong can be 
found who is willing to predict the out- 
come. Dr. James. Patterson, president of 
the Ohio Anti-Saloon League, and one 
of the commissioners to .he genera] as- 
sembly said today: 

“We are perfecily willing to submit 
the cause of the anti-saloon league to 
the assembly. There-witll be no bitter- 
ness in the discussion.” 

The. assembly held but one session to- 
day, which was given over to the consid- 
eration and adoption of the report of 
the committee on ministerial relief. To- 
night there was an evangelistic rally at 
Memorial Hall. 

Moderator Roberts, according to a 


Statement he made after adjournment, is 

determined that the temperance question 

shall be settleg at this meeting. 
He said: 


“I appointed Rev. Dr. Dosker because 
I knew him to be a man who has not 
taken either side. of thg temperance 
question and therefore I hope for some 
definite action by the committee through 
him as chairman I am. determined, if 
possible, to have the committee come to 
some definite action on this vexed ques- 
tion.’”’ 

When interviewed today on his resig- 
nation, Dr. Wills said that he resigned 
because of reasons that he did not care 
to discuss.

According to the report of the finance 
committee, which was presented’ today, 
the aggregate receipts of the publishing 
department were $664,698, of which $315,- 
855 was on ‘account of periodicals and 
the remainder of acount of merchan- 
djse. 

At the.afternoon session the report of 
the committee on Bible work, of which 
Rev. D. C. Hughes, father of Governor 
Hughmes, of New York, is chairman, 
was presented. Referring to the subject 
of Bible work, Dr. Hughes called spe 
cial attention to the new and carefully 
revised edition of the new Bible, which 
has been prepared under the direction 
of the publication society, and which 
will be issued before the next annyal 
May meeting. The only discouraging 
note, Dr. (Hughes said, is the dack of 
funds to carry on the work, and he de- 
plored the fact that unless at least $50,- 
000 was raised for the coming year it 
would be necessary to curtail the work. 

It was decided to join in the movement 
which wag proposed earlier in the con- 
vention, to unite in the missionary ef- 
forts of the Baptists and Free Baptists. 
Following addresses of Rey. H. T. Mus- 
sellman, superintendent of norma] work 
on the National Teacher training insti- 
tute, and by M. A. Hudson, of New 
York, founder of the Baraca Union of 
America, the society concluded its work

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He Will Not Announce His Choice as to Diocese 
Until After the General Convention—Atlanta 
Hopes He Will Choose New Diocese. 


For the past fifteen years Bishop Nel- 
son has held the title of ‘““bishop of Geor- 
gia,’ and naturally he is very 
loth to give up this distinction.’ He is 
also very anxious to stay in Atlanta, and 
above these questions of personal prefer- 
ence there are many matters of vital in- 
terest to the church which will have de- 
termining weight in the final decision of 
the bishop. 

During ‘his residence in Atlanta Bishop 
Nelsqn has won not Only the affectionate 
regard of the clergy and daity of the 
church, but the warm admiration of 
members of every church and of citizen 
in every walk of life. His departure from 
Atlanta would occasion universal regret, 
and it is sincerely hoped in Atlanta that 
he will decide to give wp the title of 
‘bishop of Georgia’ for that of bishop 
of the new diocese, and remain perma- 
nently in this city. 


N a communication to The Constitution 
the Right Rev. Cleland Kinloch Nel- 
son, bishop of Georgia, states that 

he will not be ready before the expira- 
tion of five months to state whether he 
will remain in Atlanta or go to Savan- 
nah, this dilemma having been created by 
the recent act of the didcese in dividing 
the one diocese comprising the state 
into two.

tact and diplomacy. His wes the duty to 
collect debts from delinquent customers. 
His methods illustrated the gentlest phi- 
losophy, and they not only repaid him 
in the solace of that subtle joy which 
comes to him, who with the means and 
justification to hurt sensibilities, refuses 
to do so, ‘but they also proved ‘this ability 
to be of the highest order. His was the 
policy to please and placate, to pacify 
and mpalliate, and I can conceive of no 
contingency that could have caused him 
to withdraw his kindness and indulgent 
sympathy. 
.-Swedenbore. said, “A man writes his 
life in his physique, and thus the angels 
discover this autobiography in his struc- 
ture.”” But that frail, delicate, shrunken 
form, enfeebled by the cumulative malice 
of a lurking malady does not, cannot 
convey a just conception of Henry's life 
and character. If the angels would dis- 
cover his autobdography they: must seek 
it, not in the shriveled remnant of a mor- 
tal shell that sicknees parched and paled 
many years ‘before death—icy-handed 
death—frosted it with the rigid calm of 
marble mystery, but in the living hearts 
of those who knew and loved him. 

As a son to a widowed mother, as a 
protector to fatherless brothers and sis- 
tens, as a friend to all, he measured up 
to the mark. 

For close on to twenty vears the fate- 
ful, hateful word ‘“‘incurable™ was the 
only answer he got from one scientist 
and specialist after another. But he 


never quavered or quailed. 

‘With matchless courage and unselfish- 
ness he abstained from obtruding ‘his in- 
firmities upon the ready sympathies of 
his friends and family. His sufferings 
wasted and withered his body, fbut they 
could net blight his brave spirit. I have 
sat by his bedside when racking pain 
gnawed ‘this poor, weak, exhausted flesh, 
but it could not dim the radiant light of 
hope that shone with melancholy S8e- 
renity im his unafraid eyes. 

And now that the moist, wormy earth 
is about to claim all that remains of 
Henry, I am tortrude by the bitter, self-ac- 
cusing thought that my own virile, robust 
health made me only partially responsive 
to the unvoiced needs of his sorrows, 
thereby having lessened my efforts to 
console him when he perhaps needed con- 
solation most. But he knew the intent 
was right. 

It was his habit to deny that he was 
sick,-and only by the watchful strategy 
of love could we learn of his sufferings. 
And then we had to disguise our ufh- 
easiness and simulate a matter-of-fact 
carelessness in order to minister to him. 

Now,. all I can do is to bracket the 
name of Henry Bean with the names of 
those other dear ones of mine, who, hav- 
ing died, have robbed death of all terrors 
for me. 

I know not how to deal with the ab- 
stractions of the Heavenly Kingdom. 
Neither my faith nor my fancy-exalt mé 
to the orthodox petlestal, but I do be- 
lieve that Henry's feet were really off 
this terrene planet long before the last 
agony ground his spirit from its foil of 
clay. 

Rest !s for the dead. 

The servitude of tofl and pain {s over 
for you, Henry. And we, who must work 
on may dry our tears and banish our 
fears, with the ineffable trust that if 
there be angele of God, who yearn for 
the unsullied souls of the good and true. 
they hover In sweet expectancy beyond 
the cloudlands, to catch your freed spirit, 
as it floats through the azured realms of 
infinity.

In Effort to Force N.Y, bx- 
change to Deal Fairly, 


SENATOR M’LAURIN TALKS 


Discusses His Employment by South. 
ern Cotton Association, and Says 
That the Cooperation of 
the Cotton Growers 
Is Wanted.

New York, May 18.—Discussing his 
econnection with the case of Theodore H. 
Price against the New York cotton ex- 
change, Senator McLaurin said today: 

“The Southern Coiton As fociation, real- 
izing after the institution of Mr. Price's 
euit that it was an attempt to eraaicate 
the worst evil with which the cotton in- 
terests of the south has been afflicted 
for years, requested me to come to New 
York to see if they coulq not in some 
way Ge represented in the suit and lend 
euch assfstance as was possible in the 
eradication of the evils complained of. 

“The average man has not been able 
9 vetore to comprehend the subtle and in- 
sidious manner In which the price of 
cotton had been depressed by the system 
of grading on the New York cotton ex- 
change, but we think that we now see 
the cause of the depression and an op- 
portunity to correct this evil, and believe 
that in the long run it will redoung not 
only to the advantage of the prceducer, 
but to the cotton made generally, includ- 
ing the New York exchange. 

Methods of the Clique. 

“The methods adopted by the clique in 
control of the New York cotton exchange 
have been so successful in the past that, 
in their over-confidence, those in control 
have at last raised the abuses 
magnitude, and have at the same time

Washington, May 18.—(Special.)\—The

The announcement that Secretary Cor- 
telyou himself cherishes the idea of be- 
coming president and is not in sympa- 
thy with the movement which ig being 
controlled and stimulated from the white 
house td olevate to the honors of that 
Office Secretary Taft, is indeed surpris- 
ing. 


Several members of President Roose- 
velt’s cabinet have been ‘“‘mentioned”’ for 
the republican presidential nomination. 
Secretary Cortelyou has heretofore been 
overlooked in this guessing contest. Dur- 
ing the last few days a chain of evidence 
has been worked up which lends color 
to the statement that the gentleman 
who holds the treasury portfolio has been 
bulldimg quietly but determinedly an in- 
dependent chain of fences, using for this 
purpose the patronage of the treasury 
department and of the postoffice depart- 
ment. 

Surprise for Office Holders. 


The announcement that Mr. Cortelyou 
entertains such ambitions is calculated 
to spread consternation among the fed- 
eral officeholders throughout the country.

Visit of Hitcheock to the South. 

The visit of Frank H. Hitchcock, 
first assistant postmaster general, [to 
the southern states recently, presum- 
ably in the interest of the administra- 
‘tion candidate, is given @ new mean- 
ing in the light of the Cortelyou boom. 

Mr. Hitchcock was annexed by Mr. 
Cortelyou and made chief clerk when 
the latter was appointed’ secretary of 
commerce and labor. Later, when Mr. 
Cortelyou was given the postoffice 
post, Mr. Hitchcock was made first 
assistant postmaster general. When 
Mr. Cortelyou advanced to the treasr- 
ury, Washington looked for him to take 
along Mr. Hitchcock; but there was 
a surprise in store here, for Myr. 
Hitchcock remained at his post. It 
now develops «hat through thip ar- 
rangement Mr. Cortelyou controls both 
these branches of the government for 
political purposes. 

In view of the honors which have 
beén conferred upon Mr. Cortelyou in 
the past half dozen years, he feels that 
it would not be just to his presiding 
|genius to stop short of the high office 
‘of president. Jus: eighteen years ago 
ihe was private secretary to the post- 
‘office inspector in charge at New 
|York, and later to the fourth assist- 
lant postmaster general. In 1900 he 
'was made secretary ¢o the president, 
‘and three years ago entered the cabi- 
;net as postmaster general. 
| He has been a:ded in his meteoric 
‘career by such men as the late Senator

kinson announces that he is working out 
@ plan to make a lecture and speaking 
tour of the state like that now on in 
the sixth district under thé guidance of 
Congressman Hobson, with whom Mr. 
Wilkinson hag been for several days. 
The idea is to have a railroad car filled 
with the products of the state, and ta 
take it to every railroad station in the 
state, accompanied by a large number of 
Speakers to instruct the people on the 
latest methods of farming,. road making 
and tilling of the soil. 

While he has not said so in so many 
words the impression is -the governor 
favors the plan, believing that it would 
mean much to the agricultural districts.

THAT INTERVIEW. 
WITH ORCHARD 


Only Motive of ewspapel Men 
~ Was to Obtain News,. 


MOTIVE WAS NOT IMPROPER 


Prosecuting Attorney Makes a Re. 
port to the Judge—Judge Wood 
Says the Report Calls for No 
Action—Little Progress 
in Getting Jury. 


Boise, Idaho, May 18.—Prosecuting 
Atiorney Koelsch has completed his in- 
vestigation of the circumstances under 
which Harry Orchard, principal witness 
for the state in the Steunenberg mur- 
der case, was interviewed, and today 
presented the district court with a re- 
j#rt exonerating from the charge of im- 
proper motives all persons connected 
with the incident, He found that the 
only motive that the newspaper men had 
in interviewing Orchard was to obtain 
news of him. In announcing the report 
Judge Wood said that it called for no 
action and directed that it be filed. 

Why Orchard Was Interviewed. 

The report is in part as follows: 

“I, of course, investigated the. matter 
with the view solely of determining 
whether there had been any infraction 
of Our penal laws or of contempt upon 
the court. I take it fdr granted that 
with the question of the propriety or 
taste of the publication, I have nothing 
to do, at least not in an official way. 
in order to come within the purview of 
Our statute defining and punishing im- 
proper attempts ¢o influence a juror or 
person Summoned as a juror, such at- 
tempt must have been made intentiona]- 
ly and corruptly, and if so done, it isa 
felony. Such would be a publication 
during the course of a trial which re- 
flects upon the court or assails the 
litigants or seeks to intimidate wit- 
nesses or spreads befbre the jury an 
opinion upon the merits of controversy 
or_threatens with public odium Or at- 
tempts to distate their decision or in any 
improper way endeavor to influence their 
decision is in contempt of court. 

No Improper Motive. 

we. am able to report that my Ifnvesti- 
gation of the matter entirely disproves 
that any improper motive actuated any 
one connected with the publication un- 
der considleration. It was published 
purely as a matter of news, which the 
correspondents had been eager to ge 
for a long time, but had been denied the 
Opportunity of getting. When this Op- 
portunit ywas finally given to them they 
Seized it with avidity and with no 
thought Other than it will be a front 
pare scarehead matter. This was 
natural. Orchard, the chief actor in the 
tragedy that was perpetrated in the 
murder of ex-Governor Steunenberg 
had been denied to al] newspapers for 
months. No one had heard anything 
authoritative ‘about him., He became 
mysterious, Speqgyglation jin regard to 
him was indulged. Reports of his physi- 
cal and mental breakdown circulated 
and found their way into the press. 
Any wonder that newspaper correspon- 
dents should wish to see and interview 
him? Any Wonder the newspapers 
Should overlook the impropriety of pub- 
lishing such interviews at this time? 
They became so insistent to see him 
that their request was finally grantel. 
I am able to state, and do state, this 
privilege was granted them solely be- 
cause of their repeated request—the 
slow yielding to their persittency. 

Stringent Rule Advised.

BY RAILWAY TRAINMEN; 


MORRISEY GETS $7,000 


The Convention Will Continue This 
Week as It Was Found Impossi. 
ble to Finish Work of Con.- 
vention Last Week—Re. 
port Adopted. 


The Brotherhood of Railroad Trainmen 
late Saturday afternoon adopted a reso- 
lution condemning the alleged con- 
fpiracy of the governors of Colorado 
and Idaho in kidnaping Moyér, Hay- 
wood and Pettibone and carrying them 
to Idaho for trial. The resolution carries 
with it an appropriation of $500 to help 
Gefray the expenses of the defense of 
the three accused men. 

This is the firet action taken by the 
convention on any matter outside of the 
immediate affairs of the train and its 
reading was greeted with prolonged @gp- 
plause and enthusiasm. 

The resolution follows: 

“Whereas, We are informed by the 
public press and through circulars from 
labor organizations of a conspiracy 
between the governors of Colorado and 
Idaho, whereby Messrs. Moyer, Hay- 
wood and Pettibone, officers of the 
‘Western Federation of Miners, were 
kidnaped from their homes in Colorado 
and taken by an armed guard into the 
state of Idaho, without recourse to 
requisition, a hearing, or other court 


‘process necessary in such cases; taken 


away from their homes and families in 
the dead of night, without opportunity 
to consult legal advice to protect their 
Interests under the law, and taken to 
the state of Idaho to be tried for mur- 
Ger: therefore, be it 

“Resolved, That the eighth biennial 
convention of the Brotherhood of Rail- 
road Trainmen denounce, in unmeas- 
ured terms, such conspiracy on the 
part of officers sworn to protect the 
laws, and whose duty is to guarantee 
to every citizen of a state his rights 
as such, and that we join in the gen- 
eral demand and sentiment of labor 
throughout the United States and Can- 
ada that the accused men shall have a 
fair and impartial trial, and that un- 
der the law they are presumed to be 
innocent until proved to be guilty, be- 
yond a reasonable doubt; and, be it 
further 

“Resolved, That this convention of 
the Brotherhodd of Railroad Trainmen 
@onate the sum of $500 from the gen- 
eral fund, as our contribution to the 
fund that has been provided by labor 
Organizations for the defense of the 
accused; and, be it further 

“Resolved, That a copy of this reso- 
lution be sent to the officers of the 
Western Miners’ Federation, the At- 
lanta press, and a copy spread upon 
the minutes of this convention.

Roosevelt Writes to Governors, 

Responsive to the invitations from the 
state executives, the president has sent 
to each one an identical letter promising 
to make the the trip outlined unless 
something unforseen occurs to cause him 
to alter his plans. ‘ 

The following addressed to Governor 
Cummings, of Iowa, is a copy: 

“‘Washington, May !16.—My Dear Gov- 
ernor: I haye received the invitations 
kindly sent me through the governors of 
Arkansas, Florida, Illinois, Iowa, Kan- 
sas, Louisiana, Maine, Missouri, Nebras- 
ka, North Dakota, Oklahoma, Oregon, 
South Dakota, Tennessee, Texas and 
Wisconsin, asking me to accompany the 
inland waterwayss commission for a trip 
On the Mississippi? so that I may per- 
sonally familiarize myself with certain 
features of the situation, which the com- 
mission has been appointed to consider. 
I deeply appreciate the invitations. Let 
me say a special word of appreciation of 
the invitations which come from the gov- 
ernors of Maina, Florida and Oregon, al 
of whom, although the states of which 
they are governors, are not on the Mis- 
sissippi river, show their realization of 
the enormous importance of improving 
their great national highway because of 
the benefit that easy and cheap trans- 
portation thereon will mean to al] the 
union, and because they believe that the 
improvement of the Mississippi river and 
its tributaries will tend to bring about 
the improvement of the other navigable 
waters of the country, as factors in com- 
mercial and industrial development and 
affording one of the best ‘possible meth- 
ods of regulating railway _rates. 

‘Others of the governors who have 
written me dwell upon the fact that the 
people of the west feel a peculiar iInter- 
est in the project of the improvement, 
not only of the Mississippi, but of the 
navigable rivers fitted to be public high- 
Ways of commerce, because they think 
that such improvements will help toward 
the solution of many of the problems at- 
taching to railway transportation. 

Great Agricultural Emptre. 

“The valley of the Mississippi, taken 
as a whole, from the gulf to the great 
lakes, from the Alleghanies to the Rock- 
ies, constitutes the greatest agricultural 
empire that men ever cultivated, and an 
equally great system of water highways 
is needed to supply any inadequacy of 
land carriage for the products of this 
region. 

“Unless something unforseen occurs to 
make me alter my plans, I intend to ac- 
company the members of the inland 
waterways commission on a three or four 
days’ trip at the beginning of next Oc- 
tober down the Mississippi from some 
point in middle Illinois or Iowa to Mem- 
tphis. I feel that the problems before, the 
commission concern vitally not only the 
people of the Mississippi valley, but the 
people of our entire country, and any- 
thing I can do to forward the rapid solu- 
tion of these problems and the proper 
utiliation of our great waterways I am 


glad indeeq to do. Very truly yours, fs

OF APPROACHING DANGER 


those which go about in flocks, 

such as rooks, peewits, and wild 
@eese, never fail to make well organized 
@rrangements for their protection in ths 
@hape of regular sentinels. whose tem- 
porary duty is to do nothing but watch 
for the slightest sign of threatening dan- 
eer. 

These sentinels take wp their position 
much nearer than the main body to that 
quarter—a hedzce, for instance—from 
which an enemy could approach danger- 
ovely close without being easily noticed; 
and, thus guarded, the flock may feed 
without worry, and its possible result— 
{1 digeetion. 

In the case of the peewits and rooks, 
which possess different cries to’ denote 
alarm, pleasure, and affection, it is 
worth noting that this ability !s evident- 
ly given them to compensate for their 
silent method of taking wing. 

When a rook outpost suspects danger 
it ¢akes wine, uttering simultaneously 
a distinct. warning ‘“‘squawk,"’ and in 
the same way, peewits on sentry-go glide 
gracefully into the air with a penetrating 
‘“‘pee-wit.”’ 

Now, woodpigeons, so far as my expe- 
rience goes, are gifted with no more 
vocal ability than ts shown in thefr soft, 
monotonous cooing, which is a song pure 
ard simele. To warn those of their 
comrades who have not seen them hur- 
riedly take flight, the pigeons on guard 
give a couple of loud flaps with their 
Wings, the operation being repeated by 
each retreating pigeon. 

If you watch pigeons Start on a volun- 
tary flight, you will notice that they 
make no flapping of wings. though when 
prectising for pleasure their ‘switch- 
back” flight they flap occasionally with 
Gelight—perhars, by way of applause.

$75,000 RANSON 
PAID BY BRITISH 


British Subject Was Held Five 
Weeks by Brigands, 


Robert Abbott, Son of Well-Known 
Buglishman at Salonica, Was 
Captured — Turkish Authori.- 
ties Refused to Pay, So 
Consul General Had To. 


Special Cable. 

London, May !18.—An amazing phase 
f life in one of the chief cities and 
trade emporiums of BDuropean Turkey 
has just cost the’ British authorities 
$75,000. This sum the British consul 
genera] at Salonica has had to pay to 
a gang of brigands, as ran3%om, to pro- 
cure the restoration to freedom of a Brit- 
ish subject after the victim had spent 
five weeks in captivity with his kidnap- 
ers. 

The facts are worth recapitulating. Mr. 
Alfred Abbott is a well-to-do and well 
known British subject in Salonica. He 
lives in the fashionable outskirt of the 
city—a somewhat lonely quarter, no 
dovbt, with the open country just half an 
hour's walk beyond; but the British con- 
sulate is on a slight eminence near. Mr. 


‘ Abbott’s mansion and there is a police 
‘Station within shouting distance, while 
‘General Emilia di Gliorgis himself, 


the 
Italian officer, who is ingpector general 
of the socalled “reformed"’ gendarmerte 
of the district, lives close Dy. That was 
the spot daringly chosen by the brigands 
for their coup to carry off Mr. Alfred 
Abbott’s son, Robert. 

Robert Abbott. a lad of eighteen, was 
coming home from the city by the tram- 
way which passes his father’s gate on 
the night of March 2! at 10 o'clock, 
The young man alighted from the tram- 


following the custom of their kind, de- 

manded ransom, fixed at $120,000, which 

they afterwards reduceg to $75,000. 
TURKS REFUSE TO PAY. 

Sir Edwand Grey communicated with 
Constantinople, but the Turkish govern- 
ment, according to their usual tactics 
in such cases, refused to pay; so it only 
remained for the British consul general 
at Salonica to hand over the ransum de- 
manded, This having been done on 
Thursday last, Robert Abbott was per- 
mitted to return to his fathers house 
on Sunday morning. 

This is not the first transaction be- 
tween the British government and bri- 
gands operating in Me Buropean domin- 
ion of the sultan, mainly in the prov- 
ince of Salonica. The following are the 
most notable instances of brigandage af- 
fecting Englishmen: 

1860—Colonel and Mrs. Synge, who 
went to dispute British relief among the 
Mussulmans, were kidnaped near Sa- 
fonica by Greek brigands, and after a 
month’s captivity were released on the 
British paying $60,000. . 

188i|—Mr. Henry Suter, who was en- 
| gazed in mining business, was seized by 
Greek brigands at Cassandra, near Sa- 
lonica, and was released after six months 
for $75,000 paid by the British govern- 
ment. Three months later his kianap- 
ers were caught. ; 

After these cases the British govern- 
ment announced it would pay no more 
ransoms for British subjects unless they 
were officials on duty, and there was a 
long cessation of such outrages. 

i906—Mr. Phillip Martin Wille, an 
Englishman in control of the Turkish to- 
bacco cultivation at Monastir, in Macedo- 
nia, was captured by Bulgarian ...gands. 
The English consul general at Salonica 
negotiated uselessly with the brigands, 
who démanded a large ssum; but Mr. 
Wills solved the maiter by escaping in 
November, after four months’ captivity. 
His captors had cut off his left ear. 

The German government paid $40,000 
to the brigands who stopped the inter- 
national express on its way from Con- 
stantinople to Vienna in 1897, to securé 
the release of four rich German passen- 
gers. 

Miss Stone, the American missionary, 
taken in Macedonia by Pulgarian bBbri- 
gans in 1901, was ransomed after five 
months for $125,000, raised by public 
subscription.

Messrs. Cook & Sons, the tourist 
agents, are receiving an average of three 
or four complaints a week of pilfering.

I saw on the steamer coming back to 
America big, strapping Hungarians, 
Germans, etc.. who would be helpful 
to any section of the country in which 
they should settle. 

“I was struck with the large number 
of young men among the immigrants, 
They seemed for the most part men be- 
tween twenty-five and thirty-five years 
of age. 

“If these peuple come to Georgia there 
meed be no fear that they will lower 
wages. They are coming from Burope 
to America for the express purpose of 
estting higher wages. The countries 
from which they come are getting rather 
sore on the subject of so many of their 
best young men going to America.”’
